Bill No . 6 OF 2002 
A Bill to give effect to the financial proposals of the CentralGovernment 

for the financial year 2002 -2003 . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifty - third Year of the Republic of India as follows: 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. (1) This Actmay be called the Finance Act, 2002, 

Short title and 

commencc 
(2 ) Save as otherwise provided in this Act, sections 2 to 112 shall be deemed to have men 
come into force on the 1st day of April , 2002. 

CHAPTER II 

RATES OF INCOME - TAX 
2 . (1 ) Subject to the provisions of sub -sections (2 ) and (3 ), for the assessment year Income-tax. 
commencing on the 1st day of April, 2002 , income-tax shall be charged at the rates specified 
in Part I of the First Schedule and such tax as reduced by the rebate of income-tax calculated 
under Chapter VIII- A of the Income- tax Act , 1961 (hereinafter referred to as the Income-tax 
Act) shall be increased by a surcharge for purposes of the Union calculated in each case in 
themanner provided therein . 

( 2) In the cases to which Paragraph A of Part I of the First Schedule applies ,where the 
assessec has , in the previous year, any net agricultural income exceeding five thousand 
rupees , in addition to total income, and the total income exceeds fifty thousand rupees, 
then , 
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(a ) the net agricultural income shall be taken into account, in themanner provided 
in clause (b ) ( that is to say , as if the net agricultural incomewere comprised in the total 
incomeafter the first fifty thousand rupees of the total incomebut without being liable 
to tax ], only for the purpose of charging income- tax in respect of the total income; and 
(b ) the income-tax chargeable shall be calculated as follows: 

the total income and the net agricultural income shall be aggregated 
and the amount of income-tax shall be determined in respect of the aggregate 
income at the rates specified in the said Paragraph A , as if such aggregate income 
were the total income; 

( ii) the net agricultural income shall be increased by a sum of fifty 
thousand rupees, and the amount of income-tax shall be determined in respect of 
the net agricultural income as so increased at the rates specified in the said 
Paragraph A , as if the net agricultural income as so increased were the total 
income; 

(iii ) the amount of income- tax determined in accordance with sub - clause 
(i) shall be reduced by the amount of income- tax determined in accordance with 
sub - clause (ii) and the sum so arrived at shall be the income-tax in respect of the 

total income: 
Provided that the amount of income tax so arrived at, as reduced by the amount of 
rebate of income- tax calculated under Chapter VIII- A , shall be increased by a surcharge for 
purposes of the Union calculated in each case in themanner provided in that Paragraph and 
the sum so arrived at shall be the income-tax in respect of the total income. 

( 3) In cases to which the provisions of Chapter XII or Chapter XII- A or sub - section 
( 1A ) of section 161 or section 164 or section 164A or section 167B of the Income tax Act 
apply , the tax chargeable shall be determined as provided in that Chapter or that section, and 
with reference to the rates imposed by sub - section (1) or the rates as specified in that 
Chapter or section , as the case may be: 

Provided that the amount of income- tax computed in accordance with the provisions 
of sections 112 and 113 shall be increased by a surcharge for purposes of the Union or 
surcharge as provided in Paragraph A , B , C , D or E , as the casemay be, of Part 1 of the First 
Schedule : 

Provided further that in respect of any income chargeable to tax under sections 115A , 
115AB , 115AC , 115ACA , 115AD , 115B , 115BB , 115BBA , 115E and 115JB of the Income- tax 
Act , the amount of income- tax computed under this sub - section shall be increased by a 
surcharge for purposes of the Union , calculated at the rate of two per cent of such income 
tax : 

Provided also that no surcharge shall be payable by a foreign company. 

(4) In cases in which tax has to be charged and paid under section 1150 of the Income 
tax Act, the tax shall be charged and paid at the rate as specified in the said section and shall 
be increased by a surcharge for purposes of the Union , calculated at the rate of five per cent. 
of such tax . 

(5) In cases in which tax has to be deducted under sections 193, 194, 194A , 194B , 
194BB , 194D and 195 ofthe Income-tax Act, at the rates in force, the deductions shall be made 
at the rates specified in Part II of the First Schedule and shall be increased ,by a surcharge for 
purposes of the Union , calculated in each case, in themanner provided therein . 

(0 ) In cases in which tax has to be deducted under sections 194C , 194E , 194EE , 194F , 
1946 , 1941 ,194-1, 1947, 194K , 194L , 196A , 196B , 196C and 196D of the Income- tax Act, the 
deductions shall bemade at the rates specified in those sections and shall be increased by a 
surcharge for purposes of the Union , calculated at the rate of five per cent. of such tax . 
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( 7) In cases in which tax has to be collected under the proviso to section 194B or 
under section 206C of the Income-tax Act, the collection shall be made at the rates specified 
in that section or at the rates specified in Part II of the First Schedule, as the case may be, and 
shall be increased , by a surcharge for purposes of the Union , calculated in each case , in the 
manner provided therein . 

( 8 ) Subject to the provisions of sub - section ( 9), in cases in which income tax has to be 
charged under sub -section (4 ) of section 172 or sub -section (2 ) of section 174 or section 
174A or section 175 or sub -section ( 2) of section 176 of the Income-tax Act or deducted from , 
or paid on , incomechargeable under the head " Salaries" under section 192 of the said Act or 
in which the " advance tax " payable under Chapter XVII- C of the said Act has to be computed , 
at the rate or rates in force , such income-tax or, as the case may be, " advance tax " shall be so 
charged , deducted or computed at the rate or rates specified in Part III of the First Schedule 
and such tax as reduced by the rebate of income-tax calculated under Chapter VIII- A of the 
said Act shall be increased for purposes of the Union , calculated in each case in the manner 
provided therein ; 

Provided that in cases to which the provisions of Chapter XII or Chapter XII - A or 
section 115JB or sub -section (IA ) of section 161 or section 164 or section 164A or section 
167B of the Income-tax Act apply, " advance tax ” shall be computed with reference to the 
rates imposed by this sub -section or the rates as specificd in that Chapter or section , as the 
case may be: 

Provided further that the amount of income-tax computed in accordance with the 
provisions of section 112 of the Income-tax Act shall be increased by a surcharge for purposes 
of the Union as provided in Paragraph A , B , C , D or E , as the case may be, of Part III of the 
First Schedule : 

Provided also that in respect of any income chargeable to tax under sections 115A , 
IISAB , 11SAC , LISACA , 115AD , 115B , 11SBB , 115BBA , LISBBB , 1 ISE and 115JB of the 
Income-tax Act, " advance tax " computed under the first proviso shall be increased by a 
surcharge, for purposes of the Union , calculated at the rate of five per cent. of such tax . 

(9 ) In cases to which Paragraph A of Part Ill of the First Schedule applies, where the 
assessee has, in the previous year or, if by virtue of any provision of the income- tax Act , 
income-tax is to be charged in respect of the incomeof a period other than the previous year, 
in such other period , any net agricultural income exceeding five thousand rupees, in addition 
to total income and the total income exceeds fifty thousand rupees, then , in charging income 
tax under sub - section (2 ) of section 174 or section 174A or section 175 or sub -section ( 2) of 
section 176 of the said Act or in computing the " advance tax” payable under Chapter 
XVII- C of the said Act, at the rate or rates in force, 

(a ) the netagricultural income shall be taken into account, in the manner provided 
in clause (6 ) (that is to say, as if the net agricultural incomewere comprised in the total 
income after the first fifty thousand rupees of the totalincome butwithoutbeing liable 
to tax), only for the purpose of charging or computing such income-tax or, as the case 
may be, " advance tax " in respect of the total income; and 

(b ) such income-tax or, as the case may be , " advance tax " shall be so charged or 
computed as follows: 

() the total income and the net agricultural income shall be aggregated 
and the amount of income-tax or “ advance tax " shall be determined in respect of 
the aggregate income at the rates specified in the said Paragraph A , as if such 
aggregate incomewere the total income; 

( ii) the net agricultural income shall be increased by a sum of fifty thousand 
rupees , and the amount of income tax or " advance tax " shall be determined in 
respect of thenet agricultural income as so increased at the rates specified in the 
said Paragraph A , as if thenet agricultural incomewere the total income; 
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(iii ) the amount of income-tax or " advance tax " determined in accordance 
with sub -clause (1) shall be reduced by the amount of income-tax or, as the case 
may be, " advance tax " determined in accordance with sub -clause (ii) and the 
sum so arrived at shall be the income- tax or,as the case may be," advance tax ” in 

respect of the total income: 
Provided that the amount of income-tax or " advance tax " so arrived at, as reduced by 
the rebate of income-tax calculated under Chapter Vill -A of the said Act, shall be increased 
by a surcharge for purposes of the Union calculated in each case, in the manner provided 
therein . 

(10 ) For the purposes of this section and the First Schedule, 

(a ) “ domestic company " means an Indian company or any other company which , 
in respect of its income liable to income tax under the Income tax Act for the assessment 
year commencing on the 1st day of April, 2002, hasmade the prescribed arrangements 
for the declaration and payment within India of the dividends ( including dividends on 
preference shares) payable out of such income; 

(6 ) " insurance commission " means any remuneration or reward , whether by 
way of commission or otherwise, for soliciting or procuring insurance business 
( including business relating to the continuance, renewal or revival of policies of 
insurance); 

(c ) “ netagricultural income" , in relation to a person , means the total amount of 
agricultural income, from whatever source derived, of that person computed in 
accordance with the rules contained in Part IV of the First Schedule ; 

(d ) all other words and expressions used in this section and the First Schedule 
but not defined in this sub -section and defined in the Income- tax Act shall have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in that Act.

PRESIDENT S RECOMMENDATION UNDER ARTICLES 117 AND 274 OF THE 

CONSTITUTION OF INDIA 


[ Copy of letter No . F . 2 ( 11)-B (D )/2002 , dated the 28th February , 2002 from 
Shri Yashwant Sinha,Minister of Finance , to the Secretary -General, Lok Sabha.] 


The President, having been informed of tho subject matter of the proposed Bill , 
recommends under clause ( 1) of article 117, read with clause (1 ) of article 274 , of the 
Constitution of lodia, the introduction of the Finance Bill , 2002 to the Lok Sabha and also 
recommends to the Lok Sabha the consideration of the Bill. 


2 . The Bill will be introduced in the Lok Sabha immediately after the 
presentation of the Budget on the 28th February , 2002 . 
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· Notes on clauses 


Income- tax 
Clause 2 , read with the First Schedule to the Bill, seeks to specify the rates at which 
incomo- tax is to be levied on income chargeable to tax for the assessment year 2002 - 2003. 
Further , it lays down the ratos at which tax is to be deducted at source during the financial 
year 2002 - 2003 from incomo subject to such deduction under the Incomo-tax Act; and the 
ratos at which " advance tax " is to be paid , tax is to be deducted at source from or paid on 
income chargeable under the head " Salarios" and tax is to be calculatod and charged in 
special cases for the financial year 2002- 2003. 

Rates of income-tax for the assessment year 2002 -2003 
Part I of the First Schedule to the Bill specifies the rates atwhich income is liable to tax 
for the assessmentyear 2002 - 2003 . These rates are the same as those specified in Part III of 
the First Schedule to the Finance Act, 2001, for the purposes of doduction of tax at source 
from “ Salaries" , computation of " advance tax " and charging of incomo-tax in special cases 
during the financial year 2001-2002 . 
Rates for deduction of tax at source during the financial year 2002- 2003 from income 

other than " Salaries " 
Part II of the First Schedule to the Bill specifios the rates atwhich income- tax is to be 
deducted at source during the financial year 2002 - 2003 from incomes other than " Salaries" . 
These rates are broadly the same as those specified in Part II of the First Schedule to the 
Finance Act, 2001 , for the purposos of doduction of incomo-tax at source during the financial 
year 2001-2002 . However, for foreign companies, the rate of deduction of incomo-tax shall be 
forty per cent, as against the existing rate of forty - eight per cent. Further, the rate of doduction 
of tax at source from dividends in the case of domestic companies and other resident persons 
shall be ton per cent. The amount of tax so doducted shall be increased by a surcharge for 
purposes of the Union calculated at the rate of five per cent. of such income-tax . 
Rates for deduction of tar ar source from “ Salaries " computation of " advance tax " and 

charging of income- tax in special cases during the financial year 2002 -2003 

Part III of the First Schedule to the Bill spocifies the ratos at which incomo-tax is to be 
deducted at source from , or paid on , income under the head “Salaries" and also thc ratos at 
which " advance tax ” is to be paid and income tax is to be calculated or chargod in special 
cases for the financial year 2002 - 2003 . 

Paragraph A of this part spocifies the rates of income tax in thecase of every individual 
or Hindu undivided family or every association of persons or body of individuals, whother 
incorporated or not, or every artificial juridicalperson referred to in sub -clause (vii ) of clause 
(31) of section 2 of the Income tax Act ,not being a case to which any other Paragraph of Part 
III applios. No change is proposed in the rate structure . 

Paragraph B of this part specifies the rate of income- tax in the case of every co 
operative society . In such cases, the rates of tax will continue to be the same as thoso 
specified for assessmentyear 2002 -2003 . 

Paragraph C of this part specifies the rate of income- tax in the case of every firm . In 
such cases, the rate of tax will continue to be the same as that specified for assessment year 
2002 -2003. 

Paragraph D of this Part specifies the rato of income tax in the case of every local 
authority . In such cases, the rate of tax will continue to be the same as that specified for 
Assessment year 2002-2003. 
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Paragraph E of this part specifies the rates of income- tax in the case of companies . The 
rate of tax in the case of domestic companies will continue to be thirty - five per cont. as 
specified for the assessment year 2002 - 2003. However , in the case of foreign companies , it 
will be forty per cent. instead of forty -eight per cent. 

In the case of every person being an individual, Hindu undivided family, association of 
persons or body of individuals whose income exceeds sixty thousand rupoos and where 
income-tax is to be deducted at source or " advance tax" is payable in accordance with the 
provisions ofthis part such amount of incomo- tax after allowing rebate under Chapter VIII 
A , is proposed to be increased by a surcharge for purposes of the Union calculated at the 
rate of five per cent of such tax . 

In the case of every artificial juridical person , co -operativo society, firm , local authority 
or company whore income tax is to be computed in accordance with the provisions of this 
Part, such amount of incomo-tax is proposed to be increased by a surcharge for purposes of 
the Union calculated at the rate of five per cent. of such tax . 

Clause 3 seeks to amend section 2 of the Incomo-tax Act relating to definitions. 

It is proposed to insert a now clause (vii ) in section 28 of the Income- tax Act vide 
clause 13 of the Bill so as to provide that any sum whether received or receivablo in cash or 
kind , under an agreement for not carrying out any activity in relation to any business; or not 
to share any know -how , patent, copyright, trado-mark , licence , franchise or any other busi 
noss or commercial right of similar nature , or information or tochnique likely to assist in the 
manufacture or processing of goods or provision for services, shall be chargeable to incomo 
tax under the head " Profits and gains of business or profession ". 

It is proposed to insert a new sub -clause (xii) in clause (24 ) of soction 2 so as to 
provide that the said sum received or receivable shall be included within the definition of 
income as defined in that clauso. 

This amendment will take offect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003- 2004 and subsequent years. 

Under the existing provisions contained in clauso (31) of the said section , the expres 
sion “ person " includes an individual, a Hindu undividod family, a company , a firm , an asso 
ciation of persons or a body of individuals, whether incorporated or not, a local authority 
and every artificial juridical person not fallingwithin anything aforesaid . 

It is proposed to insert an Explanation in the said clause (31) of the said section so as 
to provide that an association of persons or a body of individuals or a local authority or an 
artificial juridical person shall be deemed to be a person , whether or not, such person or body 
or authority or juridical person ,was formed or established or incorporated with the object of 
deriving income, profits or gains . 

This amendmentwill take effect retrospectively from 1stApril, 2002 and will, accord 
ingly , apply in relation to the assessment year 2002-2003 and subsequent years. 

It is also proposed to amend clause (37A ) of the said section to include there in the 
reference of the new section 115BBB proposed to be inserted vide clauso 46 of the Bill . This 
amendment is consequential in nature . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st April, 2003 , and will, accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 4 seeks to amend soction 10 of the Income- tax Act relating to incomes not 
included in total income. 

Sub -clause (a ) seeks to omit clause ( 3) of the said section which provides for exemp 
tion with respect to receipts , which are of casual and non -recurring nature. 

Sub -clause (6 ) scoks to amend sub- clause ( ) of clause (4 ) so as to provide that the 
Central Government shall not specify securities or bonds referred to in that sub - clause on or 
after 1st June , 2002. 
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Sub - clause (c ) seeks to amend clause (4B ) so as to provide that exemption on interest 
income on savings certificates notified by the Central Government under that clause on or 
after 1st June , 2002 shall not be available. 

Sub-clause (d ) seeks to omit clause (5B ) which provides for exemption in respect oftax 
paid by the employer on behalf of an individual referred to in that clause . 

Sub -clause (e ) seeks to omit sub -clause (1) of clause ( which provides for exemption 
in respect of passage moneys, etc., received by an individualwho is not a citizen of India . 

Sub -clause ) seeks to amend clause (6A ) so as to provide that tax paid by the Govern 
ment or an Indian concern on behalf of a foreign company deriving income by way of royalty 
or fees for technical services in pursuance of an agreementwith the Government or Indian 
concern shall be included in the total income of the foreign company in respect of agree 
ments entered into on or after 1st June, 2002 . 

Sub -clause (8 ) seeks to amend clause (6B ) so as to provide that tax paid by theGovern 
ment or an Indian concern on behalf of a non -resident or a foreign company in pursuance of 
an agreement shall be included in the total income of the non- resident or the foreign com 
pany in respect of agreements entered into on or after 1st June, 2002 . 

Sub -clauses (a ) to (g ) will take effect from 1st April,2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years. 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (10C ), any amount received by an 
employee of a public sector company or any other company or an authority established 
under a Central, State or Provincial Act or a local authority or a co -operative society or a 
Univorsity or an Indian Institute of Technology or any State Government or the Central 
Government or a notified institute of management, at the time of voluntary retirement, or 
termination of his service in accordance with any schemeor schemes of voluntary retirement, 
or in the case of a public sector company, a scheme of voluntary separation , to the extent 
such amountdoes not exceed five lakh rupees, is not included in computing the total income 
of such employco . 

Sub -clause (h ) seeks to enlarge the scope of the exemption by extending it to an 
employee of an institution , having its importance throughout India or any State or States, as 
may be specified by the CentralGovernment, by notification in the Official Gazette , for the 
purposes of clause ( 10C ) . 

This amendmentwill take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 2002 and will, accord 
ingly, apply in relation to the assessment year 2002- 2003 and subsequent years. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -clause (iv) ofclause (2 ) of section 17 of 
the Incomo- tax Act, any sum paid by the employer in respect ofany obligation which , but for 
such payment, would have been payable by the assessee is included in perquisite . 

Sub -clause (i) secks to insert a new clause (10CC) to provide that in the case of an 
employee, being an individual deriving income in the nature of a perquisito, not provided for 
by way ofmonetary payment within the mcaning of clause (2 ) of section 17 , the tax on such 
income actually paid by his employer, at the option of the employer, on behalf of such 
employee , notwithstanding anything contained in section 200 of the Companies Act, 1956 , 
shall be exempt from tax . 

Sub -clause (t) seeks to omit clause (14A ) which provides for exemption with respect to 
exchange risk premium roceived by a public financial institution . 

Sub - clause (k ) secks to amend sub -clausos ( lib ) and ( ild ) of clause (15) so as to 
provide that the Contral Govemment shall not specify Capital Investment Bonds and bonds 
referred to in those sub - clauses on or after 1st Juno, 2002 . 

Under the oxisting provisions contained in clause (20), any income of a local authority 
chargeable under the head " Income from house property ", " Capital gains" or " Income from 
other sources " or from a trade or business carried on by it which accrucs or arises from the 
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supply of a commodity or service (not being water or electricity ) within its own jurisdictional 
area or from the supply of water or electricity within or outside its own jurisdictional area , is 
not included in computing its total income. 

Sub-clause (1) seeks to amend the said clause so as to restrict the exemption to the 
Panchayat and Municipality referred to in clausc ( d) of article 243 and clausc (e) of article 
243P of the Constitution , Municipal Committee and District Boards legally entitled to , or 
entrusted by the Governmentwith , the control or management of a Municipal or local fund 
and to the Cantonment Boards as defined under section 3 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 . 

Sub-clause (m ) seeks to omit clause (204 )which provides for exemption in respect of 
any income of an authority constituted in India by or under any law enacted either for the 
purpose of dealing with and satisfying the need for housing accommodation or for the 
purpose of planning, development or improvement of cities, towns and villagos, or for both . 

Sub -clause (n ) seeks to amend clause (21) so as to provide that where the scientific 
research association is approved by the CentralGovernment and subsequently thatGover 
ment is satisfied that the scientific research association has not applied its income in accord 
ance with the provisions contained in clause (a ) of the first proviso to the said clause or the 
scientific research association has not invested or deposited its funds in accordance with 
the provisions contained in clause (b ) of the said proviso or the activities of the scientific 
research association are not genuino or the activities of the scientific research association 
are not being carried out in accordance with all or any of the conditions subject to which 
such association was approved , it may , at any time after giving a reasonable opportunity of 
showing cause against the proposed withdrawal to the concerned association , by order, 
withdraw the approval and forward a copy of the order withdrawing the approval to such 
association and to the Assessing Officer. 

Sub - clause ( o ) seeks to amend clause ( 22B ) so as to provide that where the news 
agency has been specified , by notification , by the Central Government and subsequently 
that Government is satisfied that such news agency has not applied or accumulated or 
distributed its income in accordance with the provisions contained in the first proviso to that 
clause, it may, at any time after giving a reasonable opportunity of showing cause, rescind 
the notification and forward a copy of the order rescinding the notification to such agency 
and to the Assessing Officer . 

Sub- clause ( ) seeks to omit clause (23) which provides for exemption in respect of 
any incomeof an association or institution established in India which may be notified under 
that clause , having as its object the control, supervision , regulation or encouragement in 
India of the games of cricket , hockey, football, tennis or such other games or sports notified 
in the Official Gazette . 

Sub - clause (9 ) seeks to amend clause (234 ) so as to provide that where the associa 
tion or institution established in India having its objects the control, supervision , regulation 
or encouragement of the profession of law , medicine , accountancy , engineering or architoc 
ture which has been approved by the Central Government and subsequently that Gover 
ment is satisfied that such association or institution has not applied or accumulatod its 
income in accordance with the provisions contained in clause (i) of the proviso to the said 
clause or the activities of the association or institution are not being carried out in accord 
ance with all or any of the conditions subject to which such association or institution was 
approved, itmay, at any time after giving a reasonable opportunity of showing cause against 
the proposed withdrawal to the concerned association or institution , by ordor, withdraw the 
approval and forward a copy of the order withdrawing the approval to such association or 
institution and to the Assessing Officer. 

Sub -clause (r) seeks to amend clause (23B ) so as to provide that where the institution 
has been approved by the Khadi and Village Industries Commission and subsequently that 
Commission is satisfied that the institution has not applied or accumulated its income in 
accordance with the provisions contained in the first proviso to the said clause or the 
activities of the institution ar , not be g carricd out in accordance with all or any of the 
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conditions subject to which such institution was approved , it may, at any time after giving a 
reasonable opportunity of showing cause against the proposed withdrawal to the concerned 
institution , by order ,withdraw the approval and forward a copy of the order withdrawing the 
approval to such institution and to the Assessing Officer. 

Sub -clauses (() to (-) will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years . 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (230 ) of the said section, the income 
of any fund or institution referred to in sub - clause ( lv ) or any trust or institution referred to 
in sub - clause (v ) or any university or other educational institution referred to in sub -clause 
(vi) or any hospital or othermedical institution referred to in sub - clause ( via ), is not exempt 
under the said sub -clauses unless the income is applied or accumulated for application , 
wholly and exclusively to the objects for which the fund or trust or institution or university 
or educational institution or hospital ormedical institution is established and in a case where 
more than twenty -five per cent of the income is accumulated on or after 1st April , 2001, the 
period of the accumulation of the amount exceeding twenty -five per cent. of its income shall 
not exceed five years. 

Sub - clause (si) seeks to omit the provision permitting accumulation up to twenty - five 
per cent of the income for an unlimited period and to provide that where any income is 
accumulated on or after the 1st April, 2002 , the period of such accumulation shall in no case 
exceed five years. 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003-2004 and subsequent years. 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (23C ) of section 10 , any amountof 
donation received by the fund or institution in terms of clause (d ) of sub -section (2 ) of 
section 80G which has been utilised for purposes other than providing relief to the victims of 
earthquake in Gujarat or which remains unutilised in terms of sub -section (5C ) of that section 
and not transferred to the PrimeMinisters National Relief Fund on or before the 31st day of 
March , 2002 shall be deemed to be the income of the previous year and shall accordingly be 
charged to tax . 

Sub- clause (sXii) seeks to amend clause (23C ) so as to provide that the exemptions 
under this clause shall notbe available if such a fund or institution does not render accounts 
of income and expenditure to the authority prescribed under clause (v ) of sub -section (5C ) of 
section 80G in the manner and within the timo prescribed in that clause . 

It is also proposed to extend the time limit for utilising the funds in terms of sub -section 
(5C ) of section 80G and transferring the unutilised funds to the PrimeMinisters National 
Relief Fund from 31st March , 2002 to 31st March , 2003 . 

This amendmentwill take effect retrospectively from 3rd February , 2001. 

Sub -clause (s) ( iii ) seeks to omit the tenth proviso to clause (23C ) of the said section 
which provides that an institution or trust having total receipts of more than one crore 
rupees ,or a university or other educational institution or hospital or othermedical institution 
having total receipts exceeding one crore rupees, shall publish its accounts in a local news 
paper and furnish a copy of such newspaper along with the application prescribed under the 
first proviso to clause (23C ). 

This amendmentwill take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 2002 and will, accord 
ingly, apply in relation to the assessment year 2002 - 2003 and subsequent years . 

Sub - clause (sXiv ) seeks to insert a proviso to clause (23C ) of the said section so as to 
provide that where the fund or trust or institution or any university or other educational 
institution or any hospital or other medical institution referred to in sub -clause (iv ) or sub 
clause (v ) or sub -clause ( vi) or sub -clause ( via ) does not apply its income during the year of 
roceipt and accumulates it, any credit or payment out of such accumulation to any trust or 
institution registered under section 12AA or to any fund or trust or institution or any univer 
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sity or other educational institution or any hospital or other medical institution referred to in 
sub- clause (iv ) or sub - clause (v ) or sub -clause (vi) or sub -clause (via ) shall not be treated as 
application of income to the objects for which such fund or trust or institution or university 
or educational institution or hospital or medical institution , as the case may be , is estab 
lished . 

Sub -clause (sXV ) seeks to amend clause (23C ) so as to provide that where the fund or 
institution referred to in sub -clause ( iv ) or trust or institution referred to in sub -clause (v ) of 
that clause is notified by the Central Government or any university or other educational 
institution referred to in sub -clause (vi) or any hospital or other institution referred to in sub 
clause (via) is approved by the prescribed authority and subsequently that Government or 
the prescribed authority is satisfied that such fund or institution or trust or university or 
other educational institution or hospital or other medical institution has not , applied its 
income in accordance with the provisions contained in clause (a ) of the third proviso to that 
clause; or invested or deposited its funds in accordance with the provisions contained in 
clause (b ) of the third proviso ; or the activities of such fund or trust or institution or univer 
sity or other educational institution or hospital or other medical institution are not genuine or 
are not being carried out in accordance with all or any of the conditions subject to which 
such association was notified or approved , it may, at any time after giving a reasonable 
opportunity of showing cause against the proposed rescinding or withdrawal to the con 
cemed fund or institution or trust or university or other educational institution or hospital or 
other medical institution , rescind the notification or withdraw the approval and forward a 
copy of the order rescinding the notification or withdrawing the approval to such fund or 
institution or trust or university or other educational institution or hospital or othermedical 
institution and to the Assessing Officer. 

Sub -clause (s) (iv ) will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will , accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years. 
· Sub - clause (t) seeks to omitreference to “ Chapter XII -E ” in clause (23D ) of the said 
section . The proposed amendment is of consequential nature . 

Sub - clause ( u ) seeks to omit clause (23E ) which provides for exemption with respect to 
income of the Exchange Risk Administration Fund set up by a public financial institution . 

Sub -clauses (t) and (u ) will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply 
in relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years. 

Sub -clause (v) seeks to insert a new clause (23EB ) so as to exempt any income of the 
CroditGuarantee Fund Trust for Small Scale Industries being a trust created by the Gover 
ment of India and the Small Industries Development Bank of India for a period of five 
previous years relevant to the assessment years beginning on 1st April, 2002 and ending on 
31st March , 2007. 

This amendmentwill take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 2002 and will, accord 
ingly , apply in relation to the assessment year 2002 -2003 and four subsequent years . 

Sub -clause (w ) seeks to omit the words “ other than dividends referred to in section 
115 -0 " in clause (23FA ). The proposod amendment is of conscquential nature. 

Sub -clause (x ) socks to omit thewords “ other than dividends referred to in soction 115 
O " in clause (23G ). The proposed amendment is of consequential nature . 

Sub - clause (y ) seeks to omit clause ( 29 ) which provides for exemption in respect of any 
income of an authority constituted under any law for the timebeing in force for themarketing 
of commodities, derived from thợ letting of godowns or warehouses for storage, processing 
or facilitating themarketing ofcommodities. It also socks to omit clause (33 ) which provides 
for exemption in respect of incomeby way of dividends and income receivod in respect of 
units from the Unit Trust of India and income received in respect of units of a mutual fund . 

Sub -clausos (w ), (x ) and (y ) will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly, 
apply in relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years . 
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Clause 5 seeks to amend section 10A of the Income-tax Act relating to specialprovi 
sion in respect of newly established undertakings in free trade zone, etc . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (1) of the said section , a deduc 
tion ofsuch profits and gains as are derived by an undertaking from the cxport of articles or 
things or computer software for a period of ten consecutive assessment years beginning 
with the assessment year relevant to the previous year in which the undertaking begins to 
manufacture or produce such articles or things or computer software, as the case may be, is 
allowed from the total incomeof the assessee . The profits derived from the export of articles 
or things or computer software is the amount which bears to the profits of the business , the 
same proportion as the export turnover in respect of such articles or things or computer 
software bears to the total turnover of the business carried on by the assessee. 

The proposed amendment seeks to insert a new proviso after the third proviso to sub 
section ( 1) of the said section so as to provide that for the assessment year 2003-2004 , the 
deduction shall be restricted to ninety per cent. of such profits and gains. 

· This amendment will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003-2004 only. 

Clause 6 seeks to amend section 10B of the Income- tax Act relating to special provi 
sions in respect of newly established hundred per cent. export-oriented undertakings. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub - section ( 1) of the said section , a deduc 
tion of such profits and gains as are derived by an undertaking from the export of articles or 
things or computer software for a period of ten consecutive assessment years beginning 
with the assessment year relovant to the previous year in which the undertaking begins to 
manufacture or produce such articles or things or computer software , as the case may be , is 
allowed from the total incomeof the assessee. The profits derived from the export of articles 
or things or computer software is the amount which bears to the profits of the business, the 
same proportion as the export turnover in respect of such articles or things or computer 
software bears to the total tumover of the business carried on by the assessco. 

The proposed amendment seeks to insert a now proviso after the second proviso to 
sub -section (1) of the said soction so as to provide that for the assessment year 2003- 2004 , 
the deduction shall be restricted to ninety per cent of such profits and gains . 

This amendment will tako effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 only . 

Clause 7 seeks to amend soction 11 of the Income tax Act relating to income from 
property held for charitable or religious purposes. 

The existing provisions contained in clauses (a ) and (b) of sub -section (1) of the said 
section , inter alia , provide that an amount up to twenty - fivo per cent of the income of a trust 
can be accumulated for an indefinite period , and without any condition . 

Sub -clause (a ) (i) socks to provide that twenty -five per cont. of the income from prop 
erty held under trust which is not applied to charitable or religious purposes, but is accumu 
latod or set apart for application for such purposos, can be accumulated , subjact to the 
conditions laid down in sub - section (2) of section 11. 

Sub-clauso (a) ( ii) socks to provide that twenty- fivo per cent of the income from prop 
erty hold under trust which is not appliod to charitablo or roligious purposes, but is finally set 
apart for application for such purposes, can be accumulatod , subject to the conditions laid 
down in sub -section (2 ) of section 11. 

Sub-clause (a ) ( lil) seeks to substitute the existing Explanation of sub- section (1) of 
the said section . The proposod amendment is of consoquential nature . 

Sub -clause (b ) seeks to substituto a new sub -section for sub - section (IB ) of the said 
soction 80 as to provide that whore any income in respoct of which an option is exercised 
under the Explanation to sub -soction ( 1), is not applied to charitablo or religious purposes 
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in India during the previous year in which the incomewas rocoived , or during tho previous 
year immodiately following , then , such income shall be deemed to be the income of the 
person in receipt thereof of the previous year immediately following the previous year in 
which the incomewas received . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (2) of the said section , where 
seventy - five per cent of the income referred to in clause (a ) or clause (b ) of sub - section ( 1) , 
read with the Explanation to that sub -section is not applied , or is not doomed to have been 
applied , to charitable or religious purposes in India during the previous year but is accumu 
lated or sot apart, either in whole or in part, for application to such purposes in India , such 
incomo so accumulated or set apart shall not be included in the total income of the previous 
year of the person in receipt of the income, subject to certain conditions specified therein . 

Sub - clause (c) (i) seeks to omit the words" seventy- five per cent.of in sub-section (2 ) 
so as to provide that if the whole of the incomederived from property held undor trust is not 
applied , or is not deemed to have been applied , to charitable or religious purposes in India 
during the previous year but is accumulated or set apart, income so accumulated or set apart 
shall not be included in the total income of the previous year of the person in receipt of the 
incomo provided the conditions specifiod in this sub -section are complied with . 

Sub -clause (c) (ii) seeks to insert an Explanation below sub -section (2 ) of the said 
section so as to provide that any amount creditod or paid , out of income referred to in clause 
(a) or clause (b ) of sub - section (1), read with the Explanation to that sub -section , which is 
not applied, but is accumulatod or sot apart, to any trust or institution registered under 
section 12AA or to any fund or institution or trust or any university or other educational 
institution or any hospital or other medical institution referred to in sub -clause (lv ) or sub 
clause (v ) or sub - clause (vi) or sub -clause (via ) of clause (23C ) of section 10 shall not be 
treated as application of income for charitable or religious purposes, either during the period 
of accumulation or thereafter. 

Thus, payment to other trusts or institutions out of income from property held under 
trust in the year ofreceiptwill continue to be treated as application of income. However , any 
such payment out of the accumulated incomo shall not be treated as application of income 
and will be taxed accordingly . 

Sub -clause (d ) (1) seeks to insert a new clause in sub -soction (3) of section 11 so as to 
provide that if any incomo referred to in sub -section (2 ) of the said section is paid or credited 
to any trust or institution registered under section 12AA or to any fund or institution or trust 
or any university or other educational Institution or any hospital or other medical institution 
reforred to in sub -clause ( iv) or sub -clause (V ) or sub - clause (vi) or sub -clause (via ) ofclauso 
( 23C ) of section 10 , such payment or credit shall be deemed to be the income of the person in 
roceipt of the income from property hold under trust of the provious year in which such 
payment or credit is made. 

Sub - clause (d ) ( ii ) seeks to insert the words " paid or credited or," in sub -section (3 ) of 
section 11 aftor the words " get apart or ceases to remain so invested or doposited or" . The 
proposod amendment is of consoquentialnature . 

Sub - clause (o ) seeks to Insert a proviso in sub - section (3A ) so as to provide that the 
Assessing Officer shall not allow application of incomeby way ofpaymentor croditmade for 
the purposes reforred to in clausc (d ) of sub - section (3) of the said soction . The proposed 
amendmont takes away the discretion of the Assessing Officor in sub -section (3A ) to allow 
the trust to apply the accumulated income for payment or credit to other charitablo or reli 
gious trusts and institutions. 

These amendments will take offoct from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment yoar 2003 -2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 8 socks to amend section 12 of the Incomo-tax Act relating to income of trusts 
or institutions from contributions. 
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Under the existing provisions contained in sub - section (3) of the said section , any 
amount of donation received by the trust or institution in termsof clause (d ) of sub -section 
(2 ) ofsection 80G which has been utilised for purposes other than providing relief to victims 
of earthquake in Gujarat or which remains unutilised in terms of sub -section (5C ) of that 
section and is not transferred to the PrimeMinister s National Relief Fund on or before the 
31st March , 2002 , shall be deemed to be the income of the previous year and shall, accord 
ingly , be charged to tax . 

Sub -clause (a) seeks to amend sub-section (3) to provide that the exemption under this 
sub - section shall not be available if such a trust or institution does not render accounts of 
income and expenditure to the prescribed authority under clause (v ) of sub - section (5C ) of 
section 80G in the manner and within the timeprescribed in that clause . 

Sub -clause (b ) also seeks to amend sub -section (3 ) to extend the time- limit for utilising 
the funds in terms of sub- section (3C ) of section 80G and transferring the unutilised funds to 
the PrimeMinister s National Relief Fund up to 31st March , 2003 instead of 31stMarch , 2002. 

These amendments will take effect retrospectively from 3rd February ,2001. 

Clause 9 seeks to amend section 12A of the Income- tax Act relating to conditionsas to 
registration of trusts , etc . 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (c ) of the said section , the exemption 
under sections 11 and 12 in relation to income of any trust or institution does not apply to a 
trust or institution , having total incomo exceeding one crore rupees ( without giving effect to 
the provisions of sections 11 and 12 ), unless such trust or institution publishes its accounts 
in a localnewspaper before the due date for furnishing the return of income and also fur 
nishes a copy of such newspaper along with the retum of income. 

The proposed amendment socks to omit the said clause (c) of section 12A dispensing 
with the requirement of publishing accounts in a local newspaper and furnishing a copy of 
such newspaper along with the return of income. 

This amendment will take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 2002 and will, accord 
ingly , apply in relation to the assessment year 2002-2003 and subsequent years . 

Clause 10 seeks to amend section 14A of the Income- tax Act relating to expendituro 
incurred in relation to income not includible in total income. 

It is proposed to insert a proviso in the said section so as to clarify that the provisions 
contained in that section shall not empower the Assessing Officer to reassess the cases 
under section 147 or pass an order enhancing the assessment or reducing a refund already 
made or otherwise increasing the liability of the assessee under section 154 , for any assess 
ment year beginning on or before 1st April, 2001. 

This amendment will take effect retrospectively from 11th May, 2001. 

Clause 11 seeks to amend section 17 of the Incomo- tax Act rolating to the definitions of 
" salary " , " perquisito " and " profits in lieu of salary " . 

The existing provisions contained in clause ( 2) of the said section define" perquisite" 
to include the value of ront-free accommodation providod to the employco by his employer, 
value of concession in thematter of rent of such accommodation , the value of any benefit or 
amenity granted or provided free of cost by the employer in certain circumstances, any sum 
paid by the employer in respect ofany obligation payable by the employee , any sum payable 
by the employer to effect an assurance on life of the employee or to effect a contract for an 
annuity and the value of any other fringe bonefit or amenity, as may be proscribed . 

It is proposed to insert a proviso in the said clauso to provide that for the assessment 
year beginning on 1st April, 2002 , no perquisito shall be computed under the said clauso in 
the case of an employee whose incomounder the head " Salarios” for that year, exclusive of 
the valuo of all perquisite not provided for by way of monetary payments doos not exceed 
one lakh rupoos. 
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This amendmentwill take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 2002 and will, accord 
ingly , apply in relation to the assessment year 2002 -2003 only . 

Clause 12 seeks to amend section 24 of the Income tax Act relating to deductions from 
income from house property . 

The existing provisions contained in section 24 provide, inter alia , for a deduction up 
to an amount of one lakh fifty thousand rupees payable as interest on capital borrowed on or 
after 1st April, 1999 for the acquisition or construction of the property , where such acquisi 
tion or construction is completed before 1st April, 2003 , while computing the income charge 
able under the head “ Income from house property " . 

Sub -clause (a ) proposes to amend the second proviso to the said section so as to 
provide that where such property is acquired or constructed with capital borrowed on or 
after 1st April, 1999, the deduction for interest up to one lakh fifty thousand rupees will be 
allowed if the acquisition or construction is completed within three years from the end of the 
financial year in which capitalwas borrowed . 

Sub - clause (b ) proposes to insert a third proviso so as to provide that no deduction 
shall be made under the second proviso unless the assessee furnishes a certificate from the 
person to whom any interest is payable on the capital borrowed , specifying the amount of 
interest payable on such capital borrowed by the assessed for the purpose of acquisition or 
construction of the property, or conversion of the whole or any part of such capital borrowed 
for such purpose which remains to be repaid , as a new loan . 

It is further proposed to insert an Explanation to the third proviso which definos " now 
loan " . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will , accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003-2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 13 seeks to amend section 28 of the Income tax Act relating to profits and gains 
of business or profession . 

The existing provisions contained in the said section specify the categories of income 
which are chargeable to income- tax under the head “ Profits and gains ofbusiness or profes 
sion" . 

It is proposed to insert a new clause (vii) in the aforesaid section so as to provide that 
any sum whether received or receivable , in cash or kind , under an agroement for not carrying 
out any activity in relation to any business ornot to share any know -how , patent, copyright, 
trado-mark , licence, franchise or any other business or commercial rightof similar nature or 
information or technique likely to assist in the manufacture or processing of goods or provi 
sion for service , shall be chargeable to income-tax under the head " Profits and gains of 
business or profession ". 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assossment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 14 scoks to amend section 32 of the Income tax Act relating to depreciation . 

Under the existing provisions containod in the said section , deduction is allowed in 
respect of depreciation on assets owned wholly or partly by the assossec and used for the 
purposes of the businoss or profossion . In the case of any block of assets , the deduction is 
allowed at such percentage on the written down value theroof as is prescribed . 

Item (A ) of sub-clause (a ) seeks to make a reference to new clause (ila ) in the second 
proviso to sub -section (1) and item (B ) of sub -clause (a ) seeks to amend Explanation 2 
below the fifth proviso , to substitute the words " For the purposes of this sub - section " for 
the words “ For the purposes of this clause" . These amendments are of consequential 
nature . 

Sub - claus. (b ) socks to insert a now sub -clause (iia ) in sub -soction (1 ) of the said 
section to provide that in the case of any now machinery or plant (other than ships and 
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aircraft ), which has been acquired and installod after the 31st day of March , 2002 , by an 
assessee engaged in the business of manufacture or production of any article or thing, a 
further sum equal to fifteen per cent of the actual cost of such machinery or plant shall be 
allowed as deduction under clause (il). Such further deduction of fifteen per cent . shall be 
allowed to a new industrial undertaking during any previous year in which such undertaking 
begins to manufacture or to produce any article or thing on or after the 1st day of April, 2002 
or to any industrial undertaking existing before the 1st day of April, 2002 , during any previ 
ous year in which it achieves the substantial expansion by way of increase in installed 
capacity by not less than twenty - five per cont. 

However, no deduction shall be allowed in respect of any machinery or plant which , 
before its installation by the assessee , was used either within or outside India by any other 
person ; or any machinery or plant installed in any office premises or any residential accom 
modation , including accommodation in the nature of a guest house ; or any office appliances 
or road transport vehicles; or any machinery or plant, the whole or part of the actual cost of 
which is allowed as a deduction (whether by way ofdepreciation or otherwise) in computing 
the income chargeable under the head “ Profits and gains of business or profession " of any 
one previous year. It is further proposed to provide that no deduction shall be allowed under 
clause ( A ) or, as the case may be , clause (B ), of the first proviso unless the assessee fur 
nishes the details ofmachinery or plant and increase in the installod capacity of production 
in such form , as may be prescribed , along with the return of income, and the report of an 
accountant, as defined in the Explanation below sub -section (2 ) of section 288 certifying 
that the doduction has been correctly claimed in accordance with the provisions of this 
clause . 

It is also proposed to define the expressions “ now industrial undertaking" and " in 
stalled capacity” for the purposes of the proposed clause ( iia). 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 15 seeks to amend section 33AC of the Incomo- tax Act relating to reserves for 
shipping business. 

Under the existing provisions containod in sub -section ( 1) of the said section , a Gov 
crnmentcompany or a public company formed and registered in India with the main object of 
carrying on the business of operation of ships is allowed a doduction of an amount not 
excoeding hundred per cent. of the profits derived from the business of operation of ships, 
subject to certain conditions including crediting of the amount to a reserve account. The first 
proviso to the said sub -section provides that where the aggrogato of the amounts carriod to 
such reserve ascount from time to time exceeds twice the amountof tho paid - up share capital 
( excluding the amounts capitalised from the reserves) of the assessoo, no allowance shall bo 
made in respoct ofsuch excoss., 

It is proposed to substitute the aforesaid proviso to the said sub -section so as to 
provide that where the aggregate of the amounts carried to such rosorve account from time to 
time exceeds twice the aggregate of the amounts of the paid - up share capital, the general 
reserves and amount credited to the share premium account of the assossco , no allowanco 
under that sub - section shall be made in respoct of such excogs. 

This amendment will take offect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsoquent years . 

Clause 16 scoks to amend soction 35AC of the Incomo-tax Act relating to expenditure 
on eligiblo projects or schemos . 

Under the existing provisions contained in the said soction , any sum paid , to a public 
soctor company or a local authority or to an association or institution approved by the 
National Committee for carrying out any eligible project or scheme, is allowed as a deduction 
during the previous year. 
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It is proposed to insert a new sub - section (6 ) in the said section so as to provide that 
where the approval granted to an association or institution referred to in sub - section ( 1) of 
the aforesaid section is withdrawn under the provisionsof sub - section (4 ) or the notification 
in respect of eligible project or scheme is withdrawn in the case of a public sector company 
or local authority or an association or institution under sub -section (5 ) or where a company 
has claimed deduction under the proviso to sub - section (1 ) in respect of any expenditure 
incurred directly on the eligible project or scheme and the approval for such project or 
scheme is withdrawn by the National Committee under sub - section (5 ), the total amount of 
the paymentreceived by the public sector company or the local authority or the association 
or the institution , as the case may be, in respect of which such company or authority or 
association or institution has furnished a certificate referred to in clause (a ) of sub -section 
( 2 ) or the deduction claimed by a company under the proviso to sub - section (1 ) shall be 
deemed to be the income of such company or authority or association or institution , as the 
case may be , for the previous year in which such approval or notification is withdrawn and 
tax shall be charged on such income at the maximum marginal rate in force for that year. 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April , 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003-2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 17 seeks to amend section 35CCB ofthe Income-tax Act relating to expenditure 
by way of payment to associations and institutions for carrying out programmes of conser 
vation of natural resources . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (1) of the said section , any sum 
paid by an assessee to an association or institution , which is approved by the prescribed 
authority and has as its object the undertaking of any programmeof conservation ofnatural 
resources or of afforestation , to be used for carrying outany programme of conservation of 
natural resources or afforestation approved by the prescribed authority or to such fund for 
afforestation as may be notified by the Central Government, is allowed as a deduction . 

It is proposed to amend the said sub - section so as to provide that a deduction under 
that sub -section shall be allowed if such sum is paid on or before the 31st March , 2002. 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 18 seeks to amend section 35DDA of the Income-tax Act relating to amortisa 
tion of expenditure incurred under voluntary retirement scheme. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (1) of the said section ,where 
an assessee incurs any expenditure in any previous year by way ofpayment of any sum to 
an employee at the time of his voluntary retirement under any scheme of voluntary retire 
ment, one- fifth of the amount so paid shall be deducted in computing the profits and gains of 
the business for that previous year and the balance shall be deducted in equal instalments 
for each of the four immediately succeeding previous years. 

It is proposed to substitute new sub - sections (2) to (6 ) for the existing sub -section (2 ) 
so as to provide that where the undertaking of an Indian company entitled to deduction for 
amortisation of voluntary retirement expenses is transferred before the expiry of the period 
specified in sub - section ( 1) of the said section to another Indian company in a scheme of 
amalgamation or demerger, the deduction shall continue to be available to the amalgamated 
company or the resulting company as if the amalgamation or demerger had not taken place. 
Similarly , in case of reorganisation of certain forms of business whereby a firm or a propri 
etary concern is succeeded by a company, the deduction shall continue to be available to the 
successor company .Nodeduction shall be allowed to the amalgamating or demerged com 
pany, or to the firm or proprietary concern ,in the year in which the undertaking is transferred . 

These amendmentswill take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 2001 and will, accord 
ingly , apply in relation to the assessment year 2001- 2002 and subsequent years. 

Clause 19 secks to amend section 36 of the Income-tax Act relating to other deduc 
tions. 
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Under the existing provisions contained in sub -clause (a ) of clause (viia ) of sub 
section (1) of section 36 , a scheduled bank (notbeing a bank incorporated outside India ) or 
a non - scheduled bank is entitled to a deduction of up to five per cent. of its gross total 
income before allowing deduction under the said clause, in respect ofprovision for bad and 
doubtfuldebts . Under the proviso to the said sub -clause such banks have an option to claim 
deduction in respect of any provision for assets classified by the Reserve Bank of India as 
doubtful assets or loss assets in accordance with the guidelines issued by it. The amount of 
deduction is limited to five per cent. of the amount of the doubtful assets or loss assets 
shown in the books of account of such bank on the last day of the previous year. The 
deduction is available for five consecutive assessment years commencing on or after 1st 
April , 2000 and ending before 1st April, 2005 . 

It is proposed to enhance the limit of deduction from five per cent. to seven and one 
half per cent. of the gross total income (before making deduction under the said clause ). It is 
further proposed to enhance the limit on the optional deduction from five per cent.to ten per 
cent. of the doubtful or loss assets for the remaining two assessment years i.e . 2003 -2004 and 
2004-2005. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub - clause (c ) of clause ( vija ) of sub 
section ( 1) of the said section , a public financial institution , a State financial corporation and 
a Ştate industrial investment corporation is entitled to a deduction , in computing the total 
income, in respect of the provision for bad and doubtful debt made out of the profits . The 
maximum amount to be allowed as a deduction is limited to five per cent. of its total income 
computed before making any deduction in respect of the provision for bad and doubtful debt 
under the provisions of this clause and Chapter VI- A . 

It is proposed to insert a proviso to sub -clause (c ) of clause ( viia) so as to provide an 
option to a public financial institution , a State financial corporation or a State industrial 
investment corporation to claim a deduction in respect of any provision for assets classified 
by the Reserve Bank of India as doubtful assets or loss assets in accordance with the 
guidelines issued by it. The amount of deduction shall not exceed ten per cent of the amount 
of doubtful assets or the loss assets shown in the books of account of such institution or 
corporation on the last day of the previous year and such deduction shall be available for 
two consecutive assessment years commencing on or after the 1st day of April, 2003 and 
ending before the 1st day of April , 2005 . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assessment years 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 20 seeks to amend section 40 of the Income- tax Act relating to amounts not 
deductible . 

Section 40 ofthe Income-tax Act specifies the amounts which shall not be deducted in 
computing the income chargeable under the head “ Profits and gains of business or profes 
sion" . 

Sub -clause (i) of clause 4 of the Bill proposes to insert a new clause ( 10CC ) in section 
10 of the Income-tax Act to provide that in the case of an employee, being an individual 
deriving income in the nature of a perquisite , not provided for by way of monetary payment 
within themeaning of clause (2 ) of section 17 , the tax on such income actually paid by his 
employer, at the option of the employer, on behalf of such employee , notwithstanding any 
thing contained in section 200 ofthe Companies Act, 1956 , shall be exempt from income-tax . 

It is proposed to insert a new sub -clause ( v ) in clause (a ) of the said section , so as to 
provide that the tax actually paid by an employer referred to in clause (10CC ) of section 10 
shall not be deducted in computing the income chargeable under the head “ Profits and gains 
of business or profession " . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003- 2004 and subsequent years. 
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The existing provisions contained in clause (b ) of section 40 relate to certain expenses 
which are not allowable deductions or which are allowed only subject to certain monetary 
ceiling . Sub -clause ( iv ) of clause (b ) of section 40 provides that in case of any firm , interest 
paid by the firm to any of its partners will be allowable as a deduction to the extent the rate of 
interest does not exceed eighteen per cent. per annum . 

The proposed amendment seeks to reduce themaximum rate of the interest payable by 
the firm to any of its partners from eighteen per cent per annum to twelve per cent. per 
annnum for the purposes of the said clause . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st June , 2002 . 

Clause 21 seeks to substitute a new section for section 43A of the Income- tax Act 
relating to special provisions consequential to changes in rate of exchange of currency . 

Under the existing provisions contained in section 43A , where an assessee has ac 
quired any capital asset from a country outside India for the purposes of his business or 
profession on deferred payment termsor against a foreign loan , before the date of devalua 
tion of the rupee, the additional rupee liability incurred by him in meeting the instalments of 
the cost of the asset or of the foreign loan , as the case may be , falling due for payment after 
the date of devaluation , will be allowed to be added to the original actual cost of the asset for 
the purpose of calculating the allowance of depreciation in computing the profits . 

Similar increase in the original actual cost is allowed to be made in respect of capital 
assets acquired by the assessee used in scientific research related to the business carried on 
by him or patent rights or copyrights acquired from abroad or any capital asset acquired by 
a company for the purpose of promoting family planning amongst its employees. Further, in 
computing the capital gains arising to the assessee on the sale or transfer of a capital asset 
acquired by him from abroad on deferred payment terms or against a foreign loan , the 
additional rupee liability incurred by him in repaying the instalments of the cost or the 
foreign loan , as the case may be , after the date of devaluation of the rupee , is added to the 
original actual cost of the asset. The section also provides that where there is a decrease in 
the rupee liability of the assessee in respect of assets acquired by him from abroad , due to a 
change in the exchange value of the rupee , the original actual cost of the asset will be 
correspondingly reduced . 

It is proposed to substitute the said section so as to provide that where a capital asset 
has been acquired from a country outside India , the addition or deduction from the actual 
cost of the asset on account of change in the rate of exchange in any previous year shall be 
allowed to be made only on actual payment by the assessee towards the cost of the asset or 
repayment of the loan or interest, irrespective of the method of accounting adopted by the 
assessee . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003- 2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 22 seeks to amend section 44AE of the Income tax Act relating to special 
provision for computing profits and gains of business of plying, hiring or leasing goods 
carriages . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub-section (1) of the said section , in the 
case of an assessee, who owns notmore than ten goods carriages and who is engaged in the 
business of plying, hiring or leasing such goods carriages, the income of such business 
chargeable to tax under the head “ Profits and gains of business or profession ” is deemed to 
be the aggregate of the profits and gains from all the goods carriages owned by him in the 
provious year. Sub -section (2 ) of the aforesaid section provides that in the case of heavy 
goods vehicles, the profits and gains from each such goods carriage shall be deemed to be 
an amount equal to two thousand rupees, and one thousand eight hundred rupees in the 
case of vehicles other than heavy goods vehicles, for every month or part of a month during 
which the vehicles are owned by the assessce . 
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Sub - clause (a ) seeks to enhance the rate for computing the profits and gains in respect 
of business of plying , hiring or leasing goods carriages being heavy goods vehicles from 
two thousand rupees to three thousand five hundred rupees per vehicle for every month or 
part of a month during which the vehicles are owned by the assessee . 

Sub- clause (b ) seeks to enhance the rate for computing the profits and gains in respect 
of business of plying , hiring or leasing goods carriages other than heavy goods vehicles 
from one thousand eight hundred rupees to three thousand one hundred and fifty rupees per 
vehicle for every month or part of a month during which the vehicle is owned by the asses 
see. 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will , accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003- 2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 23 seeks to amend section 47 ofthe Income-tax Act relating to transactionsnot 
regarded as transfer. 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (xv ) of the said section , any transfer 
in a scheme for lending of any securities under an agreement or arrangement, which the 
assessee has entered into with the borrower of such securities and which is subject to the 
guidelines issued by the Securities and Exchange Board of India shall not be regarded as 
transfer for the purpose of charging capital gains tax . 

It is proposed to amend the said clause so as to extend the benefit of exemption from 
capital gains tax to any transfer in a scheme for lending ofany securities under an agreement 
or arrangement, which theassessee has entered into with the borrower of such securities and 
which is subject to the guidelines issued by the Reserve Bank of India . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st April, 2003 , and will , accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003- 2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 24 seeks to insert a new section 50C in the Income-tax Act to provide for a 
special provision for full value of consideration in certain cases. 

The proposed sub -section ( 1) of the said section seeks to provide that where the 
consideration received or accruing as a result of the transfer by an assessee of a capital 
asset, being land or building or both , is less than the value adopted or assessed by any 
authority of a State Government for the purpose ofpaymentof stamp duty in respect ofsuch 
transfer, the value so adopted or assessed shall be deemed to be the full value of the consid 
cration received or accruing as a result of such transfer . 

The proposed sub -section (2 ) of the said section seeks to provide that where the 
assessee claims before any Assessing Officer that the value adopted or assessed by the 
authority under sub -section ( 1) exceeds the fair market value of the property as on the date 
of transfer and the value so adopted or assessed by the authority under sub -section (1 ) has 
not been disputed in any appeal or revision or no reference has been made before any other 
authority, court or a High Court, the Assessing Officermay refer the valuation of the capital 
asset to a Valuation Officer, and where any such reference is made, the provisions of sub 
sections (2 ), ( 3 ), (4 ), (5 ) and (6 ) of section 16A, clause (i) of sub -section ( 1) and sub - sections 
(6 ) and ( 7) of section 23A , sub -section (5 ) of section 24 , section 34AA , section 35 and 
section 37 of the Wealth -tax Act, 1957 , shall , with the necessary modifications, apply in 
relation to such reference as they apply in relation to a reference made by the Assessing 
Officer under sub -section ( 1) of section 16A of that Act . The Valuation Officer shall be the 
Valuation Officer as defined in clause (r ) of section 2 of the Wealth -tax Act, 1957 . 

The proposed sub - section (3 ) provides that where the value ascertained under sub 
section (2 ) exceeds the value adopted or assessed by the authority referred to in sub - section 
(1 ), the value so adopted or assessed by the authority shall be taken as the full value of the 
consideration received or accruing as a result of the transfer. 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April, 2003 , and will , accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003- 2004 and subsequent years. 
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Clause 25 seeks to amend section 54EC of the Income tax Act which provides that 
capital gain is not to be charged on investment in certain bonds . 

Under the existing provisions contained in section 54EC , any capital gain arising from 
the transfer of a long-term capital asset is exempt from tax if such capital gain is invested in 
the long - term specified asset, being any bond redeemable after three years, issued by the 
NationalBank for Agriculture and Rural Development or the NationalHighways Authority of 
India orby the Rural Electrification Corporation Limited . 

It is proposed to amend the Explanation below sub -section (3 ) of the said section so 
as to extend the benefit of exemption under the said section to the bonds, redeemable after 
three years, issued on or after 1st April, 2002, by the NationalHousing Bank or by the Small 
Industries Development Bank of India . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 26 seeks to substitute a new section for section 70 of the Income tax Act 
relating to set off of loss from one source against income from another source under the same 
head of income. 

The existing provisions contained in the said section provide that where the net result 
for any assessment year in respect of any source falling under any head of income is a loss, 
the assessee shall be entitled to have the amount of such loss set off againsthis income from 
any other source under the same head . 

It is proposed to substitute the said section by a new section so as to provide that 
where the net result for any assessment year in respect of any source falling under any head 
of income other than " Capital gains" is a loss , the assessee shall be entitled to have the 
amount of such loss set off against his income from any other source under the samehead , 
and where the net result in respect of any short-term capital asset is a loss, such loss shall be 
allowed to be set off against income, if any , for that assessment year under the head " Capital 
gains" in respect of any other capital asset, and where the net result in respect of any capital 
asset other than a short-term capital asset is a loss , such loss shall be allowed to be set off 
against the income, if any, for that assessment year in respect of any other capital asset not 
being a short-term capital asset . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st April , 2003 and will , accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 27 seeks to amend section 72A of the Income tax Act relating to carry forward 
and set off of accumulated loss and unabsorbed depreciation allowance in amalgamation or 
demerger, etc . 

Under the existing provisions of the said section the carry forward of accumulated 
losses and unabsorbed depreciation is allowed in cases of amalgamation of a company 
owning an industrial undertaking or a ship , with another company. Clause (aa ) of sub 
section (7 ) of the said section defines " industrial undertaking” to mean any undertaking 
which is engaged in the manufacture or processing of goods or computer software or the 
business of generation or distribution of electricity or any other form of power ormining or 
the construction of ships, aircrafts and rail systems. 

It is proposed to amend the said clause so as to include in the definition of “ industrial 
undertaking ", any undertaking engaged in the business of providing telecommunication 
services , whether basic or cellular, including radio paging , domestic satellite service, net 
work of trunking , broadband network and internet services . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April , 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003- 2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 28 seeks to amend section 74 of the Income- tax Act relating to bosses under the 
head " Capital gains" . 
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The existing provisions contained in sub -section (1 ) of the said section provide for 
carry forward and set off of a loss under the head " Capital gains” for any assessment year 
against income, if any, under the head “ Capital gains" assessable for the following assess 
ment year. The loss remaining to be so set off can be carried forward to the following 
assessment year , and so on . 

It is proposed to amend sub -section ( 1) of section 74 so as to provide that where in 
respect of any assessment year, the net result of the computation under the head " Capital 
gains” is a loss to the assessee, in so far as such loss relates to a short -term asset, it shall be 
carried forward and set off against the income, if any, under the head “ Capital gains" assess 
able for the following assessment year in respect of any other capital asset and in so far as 
such loss relates to a long-term capital asset, it shall be carried forward and setoff against the 
income, if any, under the head “ Capital gains" assessable for the following assessment year 
in respect of any other capital asset notbeing a short- term capital asset . The loss remaining 
to be so set off shall be carried forward to the following assessment year, and so on . 

It is further proposed to omit sub -section (3) of the said section , which is applicable in 
respect of assessment year commencing on 1st April, 1987 or earlier assessment years. 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 29 seeks to amend section 80G of the Income-tax Act relating to deduction in 
respect of donations to certain funds, charitable institutions, etc. 

Under the existing provisions contained in section 80G , an assessce is allowed a de 
duction from his total income in respect of donationsmade by him . The amount of deduction 
is hundred per cent. in respect of donations to certain funds. 

Sub -clause (a ) seeks to make the relevant provisions of section 80G applicable to any 
fund , trust or institution referred to in clause (d) of sub - section (2) in relation to amounts 
received for providing relief to the victims of earthquake in Gujarat. 

Sub -clause (b ) seeks to extend the time- limit for utilisation of donations received by 
the trust or institution or fund for the victimsof earthquake in Gujarat, from 31st March, 2002 
to 31stMarch , 2003. 

Sub -clause (c ) seeks to extend the time-limit for transfer of the amount received by the 
trust or institution or fund which is not utilised , to the PrimeMinister s National Relief Fund, 
to 31st March , 2003 instead of 31stMarch, 2002. 

Sub -clause (d ) seeks to extend the date of submission of accounts of such trust or 
institution or fund to the prescribed authority , from 30th June, 2002 to 30th June, 2003 . 

These amendments will take effect retrospectively from 3rd February, 2001. 

Clause 30 seeks to amend section 80GGA of the Income-tax Act relating to deduction 
in respectof certain donations for scientific research or rural development. 

Under the existing provisions contained in clauses (c) and (cc ) of sub -section (2 ) of the 
said section , any sum paid by the assessce in the previous year to an association or institu 
tion , which has as its object the undertaking of any programme of conservation of natural 
resources or of afforestation , to be used for carrying out any programme of conservation of 
natural resources or of afforestation approved by the prescribed authority or to such fund 
for afforestation as may be notified by the CentralGovernment, as the case may be , is allowed 
as a deduction . 

Sub -clause (i) seeks to amend the said clause (c ) so as to make the provisions of 
section 35CCB applicable in respect of any paymentsmade on or before 31st March , 2002 . 

Sub - clause (ii) seeks to amend the said clause ( cc ) so as to make the provisions of 
section 35CCB applicable in respect of payments made on or before 31st March , 2002. 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years. 
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Clause 31 seeks to amend section 8OHHD ofthe Income-tax Actrelating to deduction 
in respect of earnings in convertible foreign exchange . 

Under the existing provisions contained in clauses (c ) and (d ) of sub - section (1) of the 
said section , an assessce, being an Indian company or a person ( other than a company ) 
resident in India, engaged in the business of a hotel or of a tour operator, approved by the 
prescribed authority , or of a travel agent, is allowed a deduction , in computing the total 
income of the assessee for the assessment year 2003 -2004 , of a sum equal to the aggregate of 
twenty per cent. of the profits derived by him from services provided to foreign tourists and 
so much of the amountnot exceeding twenty per cent. of theprofits as is debited to the profit 
and loss account of the previous year in respect of which the deduction is to be allowed and 
credited to a reserve account to be utilised for the purposes of the business of the assessee 
in the manner laid down in sub -section (4 ) of the aforesaid section . Şimilar deduction is 
allowed in computing the total incomeofthe assessee for the assessment year 2004 -2005, at 
the rate of ten per cent of the profits and so much of the amountnot exceeding ten per cent. 
of the profits as is debited to the profit and loss account of the previous year in respect of 
which the deduction is to be allowed and credited to a reserve account to be utilised for the 
purposes of the business of the assessee in the manner laid down in that sub - section . 

It is proposed to amend clauses (c) and (d ) of sub -section (1 ) so as to increase the said 
deductions from twenty per cent. to twenty -five per cent, and from ten per cent, to fifteen per 
cent., respectively . 

These amendments will takeeffect from 1st April, 2003 and will,accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment years 2003 -2004 and 2004 -2005 . 

Clause 32 seeks to amend section 80 -1A of the Income-tax Act relating to deductions 
in respect of profits and gains from industrial undertakings or enterprises engaged in infra 
structure development, etc . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (2 ) of the said section , an 
assessee at his option can claim deduction for any ten consccutive assessment years out of 
fifteen years beginning from the year in which the undertaking or the enterprise develops 
and begins to operate any infrastructure facility or starts providing telecommunication 
service or develops an industrial park or generates power or commences transmission or 
distribution of power. 

Sub -clause (a ) seeks to amend sub -section (2 ) so as to provide an option to the 
assessee who develops or develops and operates ormaintains and operates a special eco 
nomic zone referred to in clause ( iii ) of sub -section (4 ) of the said section , to opt the year from 
which the tax holiday for ten consecutive assessment years out of fifteen years, may be 
claimed . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub - section (7 ) of the said section , assessees 
being companies or co -operative societies, are not required to furnish along with their retum 
of income, separate audit report in the prescribed form and manner required under that sub 
section . 

Sub - clause (t ) seeks to amend sub -section ( 7) so as to make the requirement of fur 
nishing such separate audit report in the prescribed form and in the prescribed manner 
mandatory for companies and co-operative societies also for the purpose of claiming deduc 
tion under sub - section (1 ) of section 80 -IA . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 33 secks to amend section 80 - IB of the Income tax Act relating to deduction in 
respect of profits and gains from certain industrial undertakings other than infrastructure 
development undertakings. 

Sub -clause (a ) seeks to insert new sub -sections ( 7A ) and (7B ) in the said section . 
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The proposed sub - section (7A ) seeks to provide that the profits from the business of 
building, owning and operating a multiplex theatre shall be eligible for a deduction of fifty per 
cent of such profits and gains for five assessment years beginning from the initial assess 
ment year in which themultiplex theatre, constructed any time during the period 1st April, 
2002 to 31st March , 2005 starts operating . The deduction shall, however , not be applicable to 
such businesses in the cities of Kolkata , Chennai, Delhi or Mumbai. It shall also not be 
allowed where the business is formed by the splitting up , or the reconstruction , of a business 
already in existence or by the transfer to a new business of any building or of anymachinery 
or plant previously used for any purpose. For the claim of deduction , the assessee has to file 
an audit report in the prescribed form and in themanner specified therein . 

The proposed sub - section (7B ) seeks to provide that the profits from the business of 
building , owning and operating a convention centre shall be eligible for a deduction of fifty 
per centof such profits and gains for five assessment years beginning from the initial assess 
ment year in which the convention centre constructed between 1st April, 2002 and 31st 
March , 2005, starts commercial operation . The deduction shall not be allowed where the 
business is formed by the splitting up , or the reconstruction , of a business already in exist 
ence or by the transfer to a new business of any building or of any machinery or plant 
previously used for any purpose. For the claim of deduction , the assessee has to file an audit 
report in the prescribed form and themanner specified therein . 

Sub - clause (b ) (i) seeks to insert a new clause (aa ) in sub -section ( 14 ) so as to define 
the expression “ convention centre" as a building of prescribed area comprising of conven 
tion halls to be used for the purpose ofholding conferences and seminars, being of such size 
and number and having such other facilities and amenities as may be prescribed . 

Sub - clause (b ) ( ii) seeks to amend clause (c ) of sub -section ( 14 ) of the said section so 
as to provide that the initial assessment year in the case of a multiplex theatre ,means the 
assessment year relevant to the previous year in which a cinema hall being a part of the said 
multiplex theatre , starts operating on a commercial basis and in the case of a convention 
centre means the assessment year relevant to the previous year in which the convention 
centre starts operating on a commercial basis . 

Sub -clause (b ) (iii) seeks to insert a new clause (da ) after clause (d ) so as to define the 
expression “ multiplex theatre " as a building of prescribed area , comprising of two or more 
cinema theatres and commercial shops, of such size and number and having such other 
facilities and amenities as may be prescribed . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will , accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 34 seeks to insert a new section 80M regarding deduction in respect ofcertain 
inter -corporate dividends . 

It is proposed to insert the said new section so as to provide a deduction for domestic 
companies which receive dividends from other domestic companies and again distribute 
them as dividend . The amount of deduction on dividends received by a domestic company 
from another domestic company shall be to the extent of dividends distributed by the recipi 
ent company 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April , 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 35 seeks to amend section 88 of the Income-tax Act relating to rebate on life 
insurance premia , contribution to provident fund , etc . 

The existing provisions contained in sub -section (1) of the said section provide for 
deduction , from the tax payable on the total income of a previous year ofan assessce , being 
an individual or a Hindu undivided family , of an amount equal to a fixod percentage of sums 
paid or deposited in specified schemes out of his income chargeable to tax . 
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Sub-clause (a ) seeks to substitute sub -section (1) so as to provide that an assessee, 
being an individual, or a Hindu undivided family, shall be entitled to a deduction , from the 
amountof income-tax (as computed before allowing the deductions under this Chapter) on 
his total incomewith which he is chargeable for any assessment year, of an amount equal to , 
in the case of an individual or a Hindu undivided family , whose incomebefore giving effect 
to deductions under Chapter VI-A , is one lakh fifty thousand rupees or less , twenty per cent. 
of the aggregate of the sums referred to in sub -section (2). However, an individual shall be 
entitled to a deduction of an amount equal to thirty per cent. of the aggregate of the sums 
referred to in sub- section (2) if his income under the head " Salaries " does not exceed one 
lakh rupecs during the previous year before allowing the deduction under section 16 and is 
not less than ninoty per cent of his gross total income, as defined in sub - section (5 ) of 
section 80B . In the case of an individual or a Hindu undivided family , whose gross total 
income before giving effect to deductions under Chapter VI- A , is more than one lakh fifty 
thousand rupees but does not exceed five lakh rupees , the deduction from the amount of 
income- tax shall be ten per cent of the aggregate of the sums referred to in sub - section (2 ). 
In the case of an individual or a Hindu undivided family, whose gross total income before 
giving effect to deductions under Chapter VI- A , exceeds five lakh rupees, no tax rebate shall 
be allowed . 

A higher tax rebate of twenty - five per cent is allowed under the existing provisions for 
an individual whose income derived from the exercise of his profession as an author, play 
wright, artist,musician , actor or sportsman ( including an athlete). Under the proposed new 
sub -section (1 ), the authors, playwrights , artists , musicians, actors and sportsmon (includ 
ing athletes) shall not be entitled to a higher rebate of twenty - five per cent. Such persons 
shall be entitled to the rebate in accordance with the provisionsof the proposed sub -section 


( 1). 


Sub - clause (b ) seeks to amend sub -section (2 ) so as to remove the condition that the 
sumspaid or deposited in the previous yoar by the assessee be out of his income chargeable 
to tax for that previous year. 

Sub- clause (c) seeks to insert a new sub -section (3 ) so as to provide that the sums 
shall be paid or deposited at any time during the previous year in the spocified schemes and 
an assessee being an individual or a Hindu undivided family , shall be entitled to deduction 
under sub - section (1) on so much of the aggregate of such sums paid or deposited as does 
not excoed the total income of the assessee , chargeable to tax during the relevant previous 
year . 

Sub - clause (d ) seeks to substitute sub -section (5) so as to provide that where the 
aggregate of any sums specified in clause (i) to clause (xvii) of sub - section (2) exceeds an 
amount of eighty thousand rupees, a deduction under sub - section (1) shall be allowed with 
reference to so much of the aggregate as does not exceed an amount of eighty thousand 
rupees . However, (a ) where the aggregate ofany sums specified in clauses (1) to (xv ) of sub 
section (2 ) exceeds an amount of sixty thousand rupees, a deduction under sub - section ( 1) 
in respoctofsuch sums shall be allowed with reference to so much of the aggregate as does 
not excood an amount of sixty thousand rupees; and (b ) where the aggregate of any sums 
specified in clause (xv ) of sub -section (2 ) exceeds an amount of twenty thousand rupees, a 
deduction under sub -section (1) in respect of such sums shall be allowed with reference to 
so much of the aggregate as does not exceed an amount of twenty thousand rupees. 

Sub- clauses (e) and (f) seek to omit sub- sections (5A ) and (6 ) which is of consequen 
tial nature . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly ,apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 36 seeks to substitute a new section for section 89 of the Income-tax Act 
relating to relief when salary , etc ., is paid in arrears or in advanco . 
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Under the existing provisions contained in section 89, an assessee is entitled to tax 
relief, if on account of receipt of salary or a payment being a profit in lieu of salary , under 
clause (3 ) of section 17, in arrears or in advance, his tax liability is increased in the year of 
receipt. 

It is proposed to substitute the said section so as to provide similar tax relief to the 
assessces who receive arrears of family pension . 

This amendment will take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 1996 and will, accord 
ingly, apply in relation to the assessment year 1996 - 97 and subsequent years, 

Clause 37 seeks to substitute section 92 of the Income-tax Act relating to computation 
of income from an international transaction having regard to arm s length price . 

The proposed sub -section ( 1) of the said section provides that any income arising 
from an international transaction shall be computed having regard to the arm s length price . 
It is proposed to insert an Explanation to sub -section ( 1) so as to clarify that the allowance 
for any expense or interest arising from an international transaction shall also be determined 
having regard to the arm s length price. . 

The proposed sub -section (2 ) is on the lines of sub - section (3 ) of the existing section 
92 . 

The proposed sub -section (3 ) provides that the provisions of this section shall not 
apply in a case where the computation of income or the determination of the allowance for 
any expense or interest or the determination of any cost or expense allocated or apportioned 
or contributed , has the effect of reducing the income chargeable to tax or increasing the loss , 
as the case may be , computed on the basis of entries made in the books of account in respect 
of the previous year in which the international transaction was entered into . 

These amendments will take effect retrospectively from 1st April ,2002 and will, accord 
ingly , apply in relation to the assessment year 2002 -2003 and subsequent years . 

Clause 38 seeks to amend section 92A of the Income-tax Act relating to meaning of 
associated enterprise. 

The existing provisions contained in sub -section (2) of the said section provide as to 
when two enterprises shall be deemed to be associated enterprises. 

It is proposed to amend the said sub - section (2 ) so as to insert the words “ For the 
purposes of sub -section ( 1)" . The proposed amendment is of clarificatory nature, 

This amendment will take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 2002 and will, accord 
ingly, apply in relation to the assessment year 2002 - 2003 and subsequent years. 

Clause 39 seeks to amend section 92C of the Incomo- tax Act relating to computation of 
arm s length price . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (2 ) of the said section , the most 
appropriate method shall be applied for determination of arm s length price in the manner 
prescribed . The proviso to sub - section (2 ) provides that if the application of the most 
appropriate method leads to determination ofmore than one price, the arithmetical mean of 
such prices shall be taken to be the arm s length price in relation to the international transac 
tion . 

It is proposed to substitute the aforesaid proviso to sub- section (2 ) so as to provide 
that where themost appropriate method results in more than one price, the arithmetical mean 
of such prices or, at the option of the assesse, a price which differs from the arithmeticalmean 
by an amount not exceeding five per cent of such mean may be taken to be the arm s length 
price in relation to the international transaction . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (4 ) of the said section , where 
an arm s length price is determined by the Assessing Officer under sub - section (3 ), the 
Assessing Officer may compute the total income of the assessed having regard to the arm s 
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length price so determined . The second proviso to sub- section (4) provides that where the 
total income of an enterprise is computed by the Assessing Officer on determination of the 
arm s length price paid to another associated enterprise from which tax has been deducted 
under the provisions of Chapter XVII- B , the incomeof the associated enterprise shall not be 
recomputed by reason of such determination of arm s length price in the case of the first 
mentioned enterprise . 

It is proposed to amend the second proviso so as to clarify that the provisions con 
tained therein apply not only in a case where tax has been deducted under Chapter XVII -B , 
but also in cases where such tax was deductible, even if not actually deducted . 

This amendmentwill take effect retrospectively from 1st April , 2002 and will, accord 
ingly , apply in relation to the assessment year 2002- 2003 and subsequent years. 

Clause 40 seeks to amend section 92F of the Income- tax Act relating to definitions of 
certain terms relevant to computation of arm s length price , etc. 

Clause ( iii) of the said section defines the expression “ enterprise" , inter alia , to mean 
a person ( including a permanent establishment of such person ) who is , or has been or is 
proposed to be, engaged in any of the activities specified in the said clause . 

Sub - clause (a ) seeks to amend the said clause (iii ) so as to clarify that the activities 
mentioned in the said clause include the carrying out of any work in pursuance of a contract. 

Sub - clause (b ) seeks to insert a new clause after clause (iii) so as to define the expres 
sion " permanent establishment to include a fixed place of business through which the 
business of an enterprise is wholly or partly carried on . 

The existing provisions contained in clause (iv ) of the said section defines " specified 
date " to mean the 31st October of the relevant assessment year in the case of a company and 
the 31st July of the relevant assessment year in any other case . 

Sub -clause (c) seeks to substitute clause (iv ) so as to define “ specified date” to 
provide that it shall have the samemeaning as assigned to " due dato " in Explanation 2 
below sub -section (1) of section 139 . 

These amendments will take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 2002 and will , accord 
ingly , apply in relation to the assessment year 2002 - 2003 and subsequent years . 

Clause 41 seeks to amend section 113 of the Income- tax Act relating to tax in the case 
of block assessment of search cases, 

Under the existing provision of the said section , the total undisclosed income of the 
block period , determined under section 158BC , shall be chargeable to tax at the rate of sixty 
per cent. 

It is proposed to insert a proviso in the said section to provide that the tax chargeable 
under that section shall be increased by a surcharge, if any, levied by any Central Act and 
applicable in the assessment year relevant to the previous year in which the search was 
initiated under section 132 or requisition wasmade under section 132A . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 42 seeks to amend section 115A of the Income-tax Act relating to tax on divi 
dends, royalty and fees for technical services in the case of foreign companies . 

It is proposed to omit the references to " other than dividends referred to in section 
115 - 0 " in the said section . The proposed amendment is of consequential nature . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April , 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subscquent years. 

Clause 43 seeks to amend section 115AC of the Income-tax Act relating to tax on 
income from bonds or Global Depository Receipts purchased in foreign currency or capital 
gains arising from their transfer . 
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Sub -clause (a) seeks to omit the references to " other than dividends referred to in 
section 113 - 0 " in section 115AC . The proposed amendment is of consequentialnature . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -clause ( iii ) of clause (b ) of sub-section 
( 1) of the said section , in the case of an assessee who is a non -resident, income by way of 
dividend and long -term capital gains arising from Global Depository Receipts re- issued in 
accordance with such scheme as the Central Governmentmay specify, by notification in the 
Official Gazette , against the existing shares of an Indian company purchased by him in 
foreign currency through an approved intermediary is taxed at the rate of ten per cent. 

Sub -olause (bXi) seeks to amend the said sub - clause (iii ) so as to extend the concessional 
tax rate on income by way of dividend and long - term capital gains arising from Global 
Depository Receipts issued or re- issued in accordance with a scheme as the Central 
Govertimentmay specify, by notification in the OfficialGazette , against the existing shares of 
an Indian company purchased by the assessee in foreign currency through an approved 
intermediary. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub-clause (iv ) of clauso (b ) of sub -section 
(1 ) of the aforesaid section , in the case of an assessce who is a non -resident, incomeby way 
of dividend and long -term capital gains arising from Global Depository Receipts issued in 
accordance with such scheme as the Central Governmentmay specify, by notification in the 
OfficialGazette , and purchased by him in foreign currency through an approved intermediary, 
against the shares of an Indian company arising out of disinvestment by such company in its 
subsidiary company , and the shares of both such Indian companies are listed in a recognised 
stuck exchange in India , is taxed at the rate of ten per cent. 

Sub -clause (bXii) seeks to omit the said sub- clause (iv). 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 44 seeks to amend section 113ACA of the Income tax Act relating to tax on 
income from Global Depository Receipts purchased in foreign currency or capital gains 
arising from their transfer. 

It is proposed to omit the references to " other than dividends referred to in section 
115 -O " in section 115ACA . The proposed amendment is of consequential nature. 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003- 2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 45 seeks to amend section 115AD of the Income- tax Act relating to tax on 
income of Foreign Institutional Investors from securities or capital gains arising from their 
transfer. 

Itis proposed to omit the reference to " other than income by way of dividends referred 
to in section 115 - O " in clause (a) of sub - section (1 ) of section 113AD . The proposed 
amendment is of consequential nature . 

This amendment will tako effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003- 2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 46 seeks to insert a new section 115BBB in the Income- tax Act relating to tax on 
income from units of an open -ended equity oriented fund of the Unit Trust of India and 
Mutual Funds. 

The proposed amendment seeks to provide that income from units of an open -ended 
equity oriented fund of the Unit Trust of India or of a Mutual Fund, shall be charged to 
income- tax at a flat rate of ten per cent. 

The proposed amendment also seeks to provide that the provisions of the section 
shall not be applicable in relation to any such income arising after the 31st day of March , 
2003. 
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It is also proposed to define the expressions “Mutual Fund ", " open - ended equity 
oriented fund ” and “ Unit Trust of India" for the purposes of the proposed section . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 47 seeks to amend section 115C of the Income-tax Act relating to definitions in 
Chapter XII- A . 

It is proposed to omit the reference to " other than dividends referred to in section 
115 - 0 " occurring in the definition of the expression “ investment income" in clause (c). 
The proposed amendment is of consequential nature. 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003-2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 48 seeks to amend section 115JA of the Income tax Actrelating to charging of 
minimum tax on deemed income in case of certain companies. 

This proposed amendment seeks to substitute clause ( iii) of Explanation to sub 
section (2 ) of the said section with a view to clarifying that where the value of either the 
amount of loss brought forward or unabsorbed depreciation is nil", no amount on account 
of such loss brought forward or unabsorbed depreciation would be reduced from the book 


profit. 


This amendmentwill take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 1997 and will, accord 
ingly , apply in relation to the assessment year 1997 -1998 and subsequent years. 

Clause 49 seeks to amend section 115JB of the Income- tax Act relating to special 
provision for payment of tax by certain companies. 

· The existing provisions of the said section provide for levy of a minimum tax on 
domestic companies of an amount equal to seven and one-half per cent of the book profit, if 
the tax payable on the total income chargeable to tax as per the provisions of the Income- tax 
Act , 1961, is less than seven and one -half per cent of the book profit . 

Sub -clause ( a ) seeks to provide that where the tax payable on the total incomo charge 
able to tax is less than seven and one-half per cent. of book profit, such book profit shall be 
deemed to be the total income of the assessee and the tax payable by the assessee on such 
total incomeshall be the amount of income-tax at the rate of seven and one-half per cent. 

This amendment will take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 2001 andwill, accord 
ingly, apply in relation to the assessment years 2001 -2002 and subsequent years. 

Sub - clause (b ) (i) sceks to amend clause (b ) of Explanation to sub -section (2 ) so as 
not to increase the book profit when the amounts are transferred to a reserve specified under 
section 33AC , 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April , 2003 and will, accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years . 

Sub -clause b ( ii ) seeks to substitute the existing clause (i) in the Explanation below the 
second proviso to sub -section (2 ), so as to provide that the amountwithdrawn from any 
reserve created before the 1st day of April , 1997 , otherwise than by way of a debit to the 
profit and loss account, shall not be reduced from the book profit . Further, the amendments 
seek to provide that the amounts withdrawn from any reserves or provisions created on or 
after 1st April, 1997, which are credited to the profit and loss account shall not be reduced 
from the book profit unless the book profits were increased by the amount transferred to 
such reserves or provisions in the year of creation of such reserves (out of which the said 
amountwaswithdrawn ). 

Sub -clause (b ) ( iii) seeks to amend item ( ii ) of Explanation , so as to clarify thatwhere 
the value of the amount either loss brought forward or unabsorbed depreciation is nil , no 
amount on account of such loss brought forward or unabsorbed depreciation would be 
reduced from the book profit . 
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These amendments will take effectretrospectively from 1st April, 2001 and will,accord 
ingly , apply in relation to the assessment years 2001-2002 and subsequent years. 

Clause 50 secks to amend section 115 -O relating to tax on distributed profits of domes 
tic companies. 

Under the existing provisions contained in the said section , a domestic company is 
liable to pay tax on distributed profits . The tax so paid by the company is treated as the final 
payment of tax in respect of the amount declared , distributed or paid by way of dividend . 

It is proposed to amend section 115 -0 so as to make the provisions of this section 
applicable only in respect of the profits distributed by domestic companies on or after the 1st 
day of June , 1997 but on or before the 31st day of March , 2002 . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years. 

Clause 51 seeks to amend section 115R relating to tax on the distributed income to 
unit -holders. 

Under the existing provisions contained in the said section , the Unit Trust of India or 
a Mutual Fund is liable to pay additional income tax at the rate of ten per cent. on income 
distributed to its unit holders. 

Sub -clause (a ) seeks to amend sub -section (1 ) of the said section so as to make it 
applicable in respect ofthe income distributed by the Unit Trust of India to its unit holders on 
or before the 31st day ofMarch , 2002 . 

Sub - clause (b ) seeks to amend sub -section ( 2) of the above said section , so as to make 
it applicable only in respect of the income distributed by aMutualFund to its unit holders on 
or before the 31st day ofMarch , 2002 . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years, 

Clause 52 seeks to amend section 119 of the Income-tax Act relating to instructions to 
subordinate authorities. 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (a ) of sub -section ( 2 ) of the said 
section , the Board may , if it considers it necessary or expedient so to do , for the purpose of 
proper and efficientmanagement of the work of assessment and collection of revenue , issue , 
from time to time, whether by way of relaxation of any of the provisions of the sections 
specified therein or otherwise, general or special orders in respect of any class of incomes or 
class of cases, setting forth directions or instructions not being prejudicial to the assesses 
and for this purpose issue guidelines, principles or procedures to be followed by other 
income-tax authorities in the work relating to assessment or collection of revenue or the 
initiation of proceedings for the imposition of penalties . 

It is proposed to amend the said clause so as to provide that such general or special 
ordersmay be issued by the Board by way of relaxation of the provisions of section 158BFA 
also . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June, 2002 , 

Clause 53 seeks to amend section 132 of the Income- tax Act relating to search and 
seizure. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub- section (1) of the said section , the 
authorised officer is empowered , inter alia , to enter and search any building, place , vessel, 
vehicle or aircraft and seize any books of account or other documents found as a result of 
search . 

It is proposed to insert a new clause ( lib ) in the said sub -section to provide thatwhere 
any books of account or other documents available at the place of search are maintained in 
the form of electronic records , the person who is found to be in possession or controlof such 
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books of account or other documents shall be required to afford the necessary facility to the 
authorised officer to inspect all such books of account or other documents. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (5), where any money,bullion , 
jewellery or other valuable article or thing is seized as a result of search initiated or requisi 
tion made before 1st July , 1995 , the Assessing Officer is required to pass an order within one 
hundred and twenty days of such seizure , estimating the undisclosed income in a summary 
manner, calculating the amount of tax and determining the amount of interest payable and the 
amount of penalty which would be payable thereon by the assessee . 

It is proposed to omit the said sub - section (5) which was applicablo in respect of 
searches initiated or requisitionsmade on or before 1st July , 1995 . It is also proposed to omit 
sub -sections (6 ), (7 ), ( 11 ), ( 11A ) and ( 12 )which relate to the estimate of undisclosed income 
under sub - section (5) proposed to be omitted by this clause . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (8 ), the books of account or 
other documents seized shallnot be retained by the authorised officer for a period exceeding 
one hundred and eighty days from the date of the seizure unless the reasons for retaining the 
same are recorded by him in writing and the approval of the Chief Commissioner, Commis 
sioner, Director General or Director for such retention is obtained . 

It is proposed to amend the said sub - section to provide that the books of account or 
other documents seized shall not be retained for a period exceeding thirty days from the date 
of the order ofassessment under clause (c ) of section 158BC , unless the reasons for retain 
ing the same are recorded in writing and the approval of the specified authorities is obtained . 

Under the cxisting provisions contained in sub -section ( 8A ), an order passed under 
sub - section (3) restrajning the owner or the person who is in immediate possession or 
control of any books of account, documents or assets from dealing with them in any manner 
except with the previous permission of the authorized officer,may remain in force for a period 
of sixty days from the date of such order . Such period of sixty days can be extended , for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and with the approval of the authorities specified in the 
section , for any period upto the expiry of thirty days after the completion of all relevant 
proceedings under the Income-tax Act. 

It is proposed to amend the said sub -section so as to provide that an order passed 
under sub - section (3 ) shall notbe in force for a period exceeding sixty days from the date of 
such order and the said period cannot be extended for any reasons whatsoever. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub - section (9A ), where the authorised 
officer has no jurisdiction over the person in whose case the search was conducted , the 
books of account or other documents or assets seized shall be handed over by him to the 
Income-tax Officer having jurisdiction over such person within a period of fifteen days ofthe 
seizure . 

It is proposed to substitute the said sub - section so as to extend the said time limit to 
sixty days from the date on which the last of the authorisations for search was executed . 

The existing provisions of Explanation 1 occurring below sub-section ( 14 ) of the said 
section relate to the provisions of sub -section (5), which is proposed to be omitted . 

It is , therefore , proposed to substitute the said Explanation / so as to clarify that for 
the purposes of the proposed sub-section (9A ), " execution of an authorisation for search " 
shall have the samemeaning as assigned to it in Explanation 2 to section 158BE. 

These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002, and will, accordingly , apply in 
respect of a search initiated on or after that dato . 

Clause 54 seeks to substitute a new section 132B of the Income tax Act relating to 
application of seized or requisitioned assets. 

The existing provisions contained in the said section provide for the manner in which 
assets seized during search and retained under sub -section (5) of section 132 shall be dealt 
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with in the discharge of any oxisting liability as well as the amount of the liability arising on 
assessments or re -assessments made as a result of such search . 

It is proposed to substitute clause (i) of sub-section (1) of the said section to harmo 
nise the provisions contained therein with the provisions for assessment in search cases laid 
down under Chapter XIV - B . 

It is further proposed to substitute clause (i) to include therein a provision for release 
of assets soized during search if the nature and source of acquisition of such assets is 
explained to the satisfaction of the Assessing Officer, after recovery therefrom of any exist 
ing liability. However , such assets or any portion thereof shall be released within a period of 
onehundred and twenty days from the date on which the last of the authorizations for search 
or for requisition was executed . 

The proposed clauses ( ii) and ( iii) of sub - section (1 ) and 
sub -sections (2) and (3 ) are on the lines of clauses ( ii) and (iii) of sub -section ( 1) and sub 
sections (2 ) and (3 ) of the existing section 132B . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub- section (4 ), the Contral Government is 
required to pay simple interest at the rate of fifteen per cent. per annum on the amount by 
which the aggregate of the amountofmoney retained under section 132 and of the proceeds, 
if any , of the assets sold towards the discharge of the existing liability , which excocds the 
aggregate of the amount required to meet the liabilities referred to in clause (i) of sub - section 
(1) of that soction . The interest is payable for the period commencing from six months after 
the date of the order under sub -section (5) of section 132 and ending with the date ofthe last 
assossment or reassessment. 

It is proposed to substitute sub -section (4 ) so as to provide for the new procedure for 
assessment in search cases laid down in Chapter XIV -B , and to reduce the rate at which 
interest is payable by the Central Government from fifteen per cent to eight per cent per 
annum , 

It is further proposed to insert an Explanation to clarify themeaning of “ block period " 
and " execution of an authorisation for search or requisition " . 

These amendmonts will tako effect from 1st June , 2002 and will, accordingly, apply in 
respect of a search initiated on or after that date . 

Clause 55 seeks to amend section 133A of the Income-tax Act relating to power of 
survey . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (3 ) of the said section , an 
income tax authority , acting under the section may, if he so deemsnecessary , placo marks of 
identification on the books of account or other documents inspected by him ,mako copies or 
extracts therefrom ,make an inventory of any cash , stock or other valuable article or thing 
checked or verified by him and rocord the statement of any person which may be useful for, 
or relevant to , any proceedings under the Income- tax Act. 

It is proposed to amend sub -section (3 ) so as to provide that an income-tax authority 
(other than an Income-tax Inspector) acting under the said section may impound and rotain 
in his custody books of account or other documents inspected by him after recording his 
reasons for so doing. It is further proposed to provide that such books of account or other 
documents shall not be retained for more than fifteen days without obtaining the approval of 
the Chief Commissioner of Income- tax or Director-General or Commissioner or Director 
therefor . 

Under the existing provision contained in sub - section (4 ) of the said section , an in 
comc-tax authority acting under this section shall , on no account, remove or cause to be 
removed from the place wherein he has entered , any books of account or other documents or 
any cash , stock or other valuable article or thing. 

It is proposed to omit the words “ any booksof account or other documents or ” in sub 
section (4 ) to enable the income tax authority acting under this section to remove or cause to 
be removed any books of account or other documents . 
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These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

Clause 56 secks to amend section 139 of the Income-tax Act relating to return of 
income. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (1) of the said section , every 
company whether it has income or loss and every person other than a company, if the total 
income in respect of which he is assessable under this Act during the previous year ex 
ceeded themaximum amountnot chargcable to income- tax, is required to furnish a return of 
such income on or before the due date in the prescribed form and manner. 

Sub-clause (a) seeks to insert a new sub -section ( 1A ) after sub - section ( 1) of the said 
section so as to provide that any person being an individual, who is in receipt of income 
chargeable under the head " Salaries" , may , at his option , furnish the return of his income for 
any previous year to his employer and such employer shall fumish returns received by him 
on or before the due date in accordance with such schemeas may be specified by the Board 
in this behalf by notification in the Official Gazette, and subject to such conditions asmay be 
specificd therein , and in such case , such return shall be deemed to be a retum fumished 
under sub - section (1) of section 139 . It is also proposed to provide that such return of 
income may be furnished by the employer in such form ( including on a floppy , diskette, 
magnetic cartridge tape, CD -ROM or any other computer readablemedia ) and manner as may 
be specified in such scheme. 

This amendment will take effect retrospectively from 1st April , 2002 and will, accord 
ingly, apply in relation to the assessment year 2002 -2003 and subsequent years. 

Sub -clause (b ) seeks to insert a new sub-section (4C ) in the said section so as to 
provide that every scientific rescarch association referred to in clause ( 21) , news agency 
referred to in clause ( 22B ), association or institution referred to in clause (23A ), institution 
referred to in clause (23B ), fund or institution referred to in sub - clause (iv ) or trust or institu 
tion referred to in sub - clause ( v ) or any university or other educational institution referred to 
in sub -clause (vi ) or any hospital or othermedical institution referred to in sub-clause ( via ) of 
clause ( 23C ), trade union referred to in sub -clause (a ) or association referred to in sub -clause 
(b ) of clause ( 24 ) of section 10 , shall, if the total income in respect of which such scientific 
research association , news agency , association or institution , fund and trade union , is as 
sessable without giving effect to the provisions of section 10 , exceeds themaximum amount 
which is not chargeable to income-tax , furnish a return of such income of the previous year 
in the prescribed form and verified in the prescribed manner and setting forth such other 
particulars as may be prescribed and all the provisions of this Act shall, so far as may be, 
apply as if it were a return required to be fumished under sub -section ( 1) of section 139 . 

This amendment willtake effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years. 

Sub - clause (c) seeks to insert a proviso in sub -clause (i) of clause (c) of the Explana 
tion to sub- section (9 ) of the said section so as to provide that where the return is not 
accompanied by proof of the tax , if any, claimed to have been deducted at source , the return 
of income shall notbe regarded as defective if a certificate for tax deducted was not furnished 
under section 203 to the person furnishing his return of income and such person produces 
such certificate within a period of two years specified under sub -section (14 ) ofsection 155 . 

This amendment will takeeffect from 1st June, 2002 . 
Clause 57 secks to amend section 143 of the Income-tax Act relating to assessment. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub - section (2 ) of the said section ,where a 
return has been made under section 139 or in response to a notice under sub -section (1 ) of 
section 142, the Assessing Officer shall, if he considers it necessary or expodient to ensure 
that the assessee has not understated the income or has not computed excessive loss or has 
not underpaid the tax in any manner, serve on the assessee a notice requiring him , on a date 
specified in the notice oither to attend his office or to produce, or cause to be produced there , 
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any evidence on which the assessee may rely in support of the return . Such notice shall not 
be served on the assessee after the expiry of twelve months from the end of the month in 
which the return is furnished . 

Sub - clause (a ) seeks to substitute the said sub-section so as to provide that where a 
retum has been made under section 139 , or in response to a notice under sub - section (1) of 
section 142 , the Assessing Officer shall , where he has reason to believe that any claim of 
loss, exemption , deduction , allowance or relief made in the return is inadmissible, serve on 
the assessee a notice specifying particulars of such claim of loss, exemption, deduction , 
allowance or relief and requiring him , on a date to be specified therein to produce, or cause to 
be produced , any evidence or particulars specified therein or on which theassessee may rely , 
in support of such claim and also seeks to provide that if he considers it necessary or 
expedient to ensure that the assessee has not understated the income or has not computed 
excessive loss or has not underpaid the tax in any manner, serve on the assessee a notice 
requiring him , on a date to be specified therein , either to attend his office or to produce, or 
cause to be produced there, any evidence on which the assessee may rely in support of the 
return . It is further proposed to provide that no notice under this sub - section shall be served 
on the assessee after the expiry of twelve months from the end of the month in which the 
return is furnished . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (3) of the said section , the 
Assessing Officer shall , on the day specified in the notice issued under sub -section (2 ) of 
that section , or as soon afterwards as may be , after hearing such evidence as the assessee 
may produce and such other evidence as the Assessing Officer may require on specified 
points and after taking into account all relevantmaterialwhich he has gathered , by an order. 
in writing ,make an assessmentof the total income or loss of the assessee, and determine the 
sum payable by him or refund of any amount due to him on the basis of such assessment. 

Sub -clause (b ) seeks to substitute the said sub -section so as to provide that on the 
day specified in the notice, issued under clause (i) of sub- section (2 ), or as soon afterwards 
as may be, after hearing such evidence and after taking into account such particulars as the 
assessec may produce,the Assessing Officer shall,by an order in writing , allow or reject the 
claim or claims specified in such notice and make an assessmentdetermining the total income 
or loss accordingly , and determine the sum payable by the assessee on the basis of such 
assessment and also seeks to provide that on the day specified in the notice issued under 
clause ( ii) of sub - section (2 ), or as soon afterwards asmay be, after hearing such evidence as 
the assesseemay produce and such other evidence as the Assessing Officer may require on 
specified points, and after taking into account all relevantmaterial which he has gathered , the 
Assessing Officer shall, by an order in writing, make an assessment of the total income or 
loss of the assessee , and determine the sum payable by him or refund of any amount due to 
him on the basis of such assessment. 

These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

Sub - clause (c ) seeks to insert a proviso in sub - section (3 ) of section 143 to provide that 
in the case of a scientific research association referred to in clause (21 ), news agency referred 
to in clause (22B ), association or institution referred to in clause (23A ), institution referred to 
in clause (23B ), fund or institution referred to in sub - clause ( iv ) or trust or institution referred 
to in sub - clause (v ) or any university or other educational institution referred to in sub 
clause ( vi) or any hospital or othermedical institution referred to in sub -clause (via ) of clause 
(23C ) ofsection 10 , which is required to furnish a return of incomeunder sub - section (4C ) of 
section 139 , the Assessing Officer shall notmake an assessment order of the total income or 
loss of such scientific research association , news agency , association or institution or fund 
or trust or university or other educational institution or any hospitalor othermedical institu 
tion (without giving effect to the provisions of section 10 ), unless he has intimated the 
Central Government or the prescribed authority , the contravention of the provisions con 
tained in such clauses where in his view such contravention has taken place, and the notifi 
cation issued or approval granted to such a body has been rescinded or withdrawn. 
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This amendmentwill take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003- 2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 58 seeks to amend section 153 of the Income-tax Act relating to timelimit for 
completion of assessments and re -assessments . 

It is proposed to amend the said section so as to provide that the period commencing 
from the date on which the Assessing Officer intimates the Central Government or the 
prescribed authority the contravention of the provisions of clause (21) or clause (22B ) or 
clause (23A ) or clause (23B ) or sub - clause (iv ) or sub -clause (v ) or sub -clause ( vi) or sub 
clause (via ) of clause (23C ) of section 10 , under clause (a) of the second proviso to sub 
section (3 ) of section 143 and ending with the date on which the copy of the order withdraw 
ing the approval or rescinding the notification , as the case may be , under those clauses is 
received by the Assessing Officer, shall be excluded in computing the period of limitation 
under this section . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003- 2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 59 secks to amend section 155 of the Income tax Act relating to other amend 
ments . 

The proposed amendment seeks to insert a new sub - section (14) in the said section so 
as to provide that where in the assessment for any previous year or in any intimation or 
deemed intimation under sub -section (1 ) of section 143 for any previous year, credit for tax 
deducted in accordance with the provisions of section 199 has not been given on the ground 
that the certificate fumished under section 203 was not filed with the return and subse 
quently such certificate is produced before theAssessing Officer within two years from the 
end of the assessment year in which such income is assessable , credit of tax deducted at 
source shall be given to the assessee on production of such certificate. It is also proposed to 
provide that nothing contained in the proposed sub -section shall apply unless the income 
from which tax has been deducted has been disclosed in the retum of income filed by the 
assesscc for that assessment year . 

The proposed amendment will enable the Assessing Officer to rectify the order of 
assessment or any intimation or deemed intimation under sub -section (1 ) of section 143 . 

It is further proposed to insert a new sub -section (15 ) in the said section so as to 
provide that where in the assessment for any year, a capital gain arising from the transfer of 
a capital asset , being land or building or both , is computed by taking the full value of the 
consideration to be the value adopted or assessed by any authority of a State Goverment 
for the purposes of payment of stamp duty in accordance with sub -section (1 ) of section 
50C , and subsequenty such value is revised in any appeal or revision or reference referred to 
in clause (b ) of sub -section (2 ) of that section , then , the Assessing Officer shall revise the 
computation of said capital gain by taking the full value of the consideration to be the value 
so revised in such appeal or revision or reference . 

The proposed amendment is of consequental nature . 
These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 60 seeks to amend section 158A of the Income-tax Act relating to procedure 
when assessee claims identical question of law is pending before High Court or Supreme 
Court. 

The existing provisions contained in section 158A provide for a special procedure in 
cases where an assessed claims that any question of law arising in his case for an assess 
ment year which is pending before the Assessing Officer or any appellate authority is iden 
tical with a question of law arising in his case for another assessmentyear which is pending 
before the High Court on a reference under section 256 or before the Supreme Court on a 
reference under section 257 or in appeal before the SupremeCourt under section 261. In such 
cases, the assessee may furnish a declaration that if the Assessing Officer or the appellate 
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authority , as the case may be , agrees to apply the final decision of the High Court or the 
Supreme Court on the question of law to the relevant case, the assessee shall not raise such 
question of law in the relevant case in appeal before any appellate authority or for a reference 
before the High Court or the Supreme Court or in appeal before the High Court or the 
Supreme Court. 

Section 260A relating to appeal to High Court was inserted in the Income-tax Act by the 
Finance (No. 2 ) Act, 1998 . It is proposed to amend sub -sections (1) and (4 ) of section 158A 
so as to include at the appropriate places therein , the references relating to " appeals to High 
Court under section 260A " , and omit references to “ section 256 and section 257" in the 
portion at the end of sub -section (1) and in clause (b ) of sub- section (4 ) of section 158A . 

These amendments are of consequential nature . 
These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002. 
Clause 61 seeks to amend section 158B of the Income- tax Act relating to definitions, 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (b ) of the said section , “ undisclosed 
income" includes any money, bullion , jewellery or other valuable article or thing or any 
income based on any entry in the books of account or other documents or transactions , 
where such money, bullion , jowellery or valuable article , thing, entry in thebooks of account 
or other document or transaction represents wholly or partly income or property which has 
not been or would not have been disclosed for the purposes of the Income-tax Act. 

It is proposed to amend the said clause so as to specifically provide that any expense , 
deduction or allowance claimed under the said Act which is found to be false shall be 
included in the undisclosed income as defined in the said clause . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June , 2002 , 

Clause 62 seeks to amend section 158BB of the Income- tax Act relating to computation 
of undisclosed income of the block period. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub- section ( 1) of the said section , the 
aggregate of the total income of the previous years falling within the block period shall be 
computed in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 1V , on the basis of evidence found as 
a result of search or requisition ofbooks of account or documents and such other materials 
or information as are available with the Assessing Officer. 

It is proposed to amend the opening portion of the said sub - section so as to provide 
that such aggregate of total income is to be computed in accordance with the provisions of 
the Income-tax Act on the basis of evidence found as a result of search or requisition and on 
the basis of such other materials or information gathered in relation to such evidence, as are 
available with the Assessing Officer. 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (a ) of the said sub - section , the 
aggregate of the total income of the block period shall be reduced by the total income, or, as 
the case may be , increased by the loss of a previous year determined on the basis of assess 
ments concluded under section 143 or section 144 or section 147 . 

It is proposed to amend the said clause (a ) so as to clarify that the assessments 
mentioned therein are those which have been concluded prior to the date of commencement 
of the search or the date of requisition . 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (b ), where returns of incomehave 
been filed under section 139 or section 147 but assessments have not been made till the date 
of search or requisition ,the aggregate total income of the block period shall be adjusted by 
the income or loss disclosed in such returns. 

It is proposed to amend the said clause (b ) so as to make the provision applicable also 
in respect of income or loss disclosed in the returns filed , in response to a notice issued 
under sub -section (1) of section 142 or section 148 . 
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Under the existing provisions contained in clause (c ), where the due date for filing a 
return of incomehas expired but no return has been filed , no adjustmentshall be made to the 
aggregate total income of the block period . 

It is proposed to substitute the said clause (c ) by clauses (c) and (ca) so as to provide 
that where the due date for filing a return of incomehas expired , but no return of income has 
been filed , the aggregate total income of the block period shall be adjusted by an amount 
determined on the basis of entries as recorded in the books of account and other documents 
maintained in the normal course on or before the date of search or requisition where such 
entries result in computation of loss for any previous year falling in the block period , or on 
the basis of entries as recorded in the books of account and other documents maintained in 
the normal course on orbefore the date of search or requisition where such income does not 
exceed themaximum amount not chargeable to tax for any previous year falling in the block 
period , and in other cases no adjustment shall bemade. 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (a ) of the Explanation , the total 
income or loss of each previous year shall , for the purpose of aggregation , be taken as the 
total income or loss computed in accordance with the provisions of Chapter IV without 
giving effect to set off of brought forward losses under Chapter VI or unabsorbed -deprecia 
tion under sub -section (2 ) of section 32 . 

It is proposed to substitute the said clause so as to provide that for the purpose of 
aggregation , the total income or loss ofeach previous year shall be computed in accordance 
with the provisionsof the Income-tax Act without giving effect to set off of the said brought 
forward losses or unabsorbed depreciation , and further to provide that in computing deduc 
tions under Chapter VI-A for the purposes of the said aggregation , effect shall be given to 
the set off of such brought forward losses or unabsorbed depreciation . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st June , 2002 . 

Clause 63 seeks to amend section 158BC of the Income-tax Act relating to proceduro 
for block assessment. 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (b ) of the said section , the Assess 
ing Officer shall proceed to determine the undisclosed income of the block period in the 
manner laid down in section 158BB and the provisions of section 142 , sub - sections (2 ) and 
(3 ) of section 143 and section 144 shall , so far as may be , apply . 

It is proposed to amend the said clause so as to provide that the provisions of section 
145 relating to method of accounting shall also apply , so far as may be, in determining the 
undisclosed income of the block period in themanner laid down in section 158BB . 

The existing provisions in clause (d ) of the said section provide that the assets seized 
under section 132 or requisitioned under section 132A shall be retained to the extentneces 
sary and the provisions of section 132B shall apply subject to such modifications as may be 
necessary and as are specified in the said clause. 

It is proposed to amend section 132B vide clause 54 of the Bill so as to make the 
provisions contained in that section directly relatable to the procedure for assessment in 
cases ofsearch under section 132 orrequisition under section 132A laid down under Chapter 
XIV -B . 

It is proposed to substitute clause (d ) of section 158BC so as to provide that the assets 
seized under section 132 or requisitioned under section 132A shall be dealt with in accord 
ance with the provisionsof section 132B . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause64 seeks to amend section 158BD of the Income tax Act relating to undisclosed 
incomeof any other person . 

Under the existing provisions contained in the said section , where the Assessing 
Officer is satisfied that any undisclosed incomebelongs to any person other than the person 
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with respect to whom the search was made under section 132 or whose books of account or 
other documents or any assets were requisitioned under section 132A , the books of account 
or other documents or assets seized or requisitioned shall be handed over to the Assessing 
Officer having jurisdiction over such other person and that Assessing Officer shall proceed 
against such other person and the provisions of Chapter XIV - B shall apply accordingly . 

It is proposed to insert the words" under section 158BC" after the words “ that Assess 
ing Officer shall proceed " so as to clarify that the Assessing Officer shall proceed against 
such other person under section 158BC . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 65 seeks to amend section 158BE of the Income-tax Act relating to time limit for 
completion of block assessment. 

Under the existing provisionscontained in Explanation 1 below sub - section (2) ofthe 
said section , in computing the period of limitation for completion of block assessment re 
ferred to in sub -sections (1) and (2 ), the period during which the assessment proceeding is 
stayed by an order or injunction of any Court, and the time taken in furnishing a report of 
audit as directed by the Assessing Officer under sub -section (2A ) of section 142, shall be 
excluded . 

It is proposed to substitute the said Explanation so as to provide that in computing 
the said period of limitation , the time taken in reopening thewhole or any part of the proceed 
ing or giving an opportunity to the assessee to be reheard under thc proviso to section 129 
shall be excluded . It is further proposed that in a case where an application made before the 
SettlementCommission under section 245C is rejected by it or is not allowed to be proceeded 
with by it, the period commencing on thedate on which such application is made and ending 
with the date on which the order under sub- section (1) of section 245D is received by the 
Commissioner under sub -section (2 ) of that section shall also be excluded . 

The proposed proviso in the Explanation provides that where immediately after the 
exclusion of the aforesaid period, the period of limitation referred to in sub -section (1) or sub 
section ( 2 ) available to the Assessing Officer formaking an order of assessment under clause 
(c ) of section 158BC is less than sixty days, such remaining period shall be extended to sixty 
days and the aforesaid period of limitation shall be deemed to be extended accordingly . 

Thesc amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 66 seeks to insert a new section 174A in Chapter XV of the Income- tax Act to 
provide for assessment of association ofpersons or body of individuals or artificial juridical 
person formed for a particular event or purpose. 

The proposed new section 174A seeks to provide that where it appears to the Assess 
ing Officer that any association of persons or a body of individuals or an artificial juridical 
person formed or established or incorporated for a particular event or purpose is likely to be 
dissolved in the assessment year in which such association of persons or body of individu 
als or artificial juridical person was formed or established or incorporated or immediately after 
such assessment year, the total income of such person or body or juridical person , for the 
period from the expiry of the previous year for that assessment year up to the date of its 
dissolution , shall be chargeable to tax in that assessment yoar. The proposed section further 
provides that the provisions of sub -sections (2 ) to (6 ) of section 174 shall, so far as may be, 
apply to any proceedings in the case of any such person as they apply in the case of persons 
leaving India. 

This amendmentwill take effect retrospectively from 1st April, 2002 and will , accord 
ingly, apply in relation to the assessmentyear 2002- 2003 and subsequent years. 

Clause 67 seeks to amend section 190 of the Income-tax Act relating to deduction at 
source and advance payment. 

It is proposed to insert a new clause ( 10CC) in section 10 of the Income- tax Act vide 
sub -clause (i) of clause 4 of the Bill so as to provide that in the case of an employee, being an 
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individual deriving income in the nature of a perquisite, not provided for by way ofmonetary 
payment within the meaning of clause ( 2 ) of section 17 , the tax on such income actually paid 
by his employer, at the option of employer , on behalf of such employee notwithstanding 
anything contained in section 200 of the Companies Act, 1956 , shall be exempt from income 
tax . It is accordingly proposed to make consequential amendment in section 190 to provide 
for paymentof tax by the employer on behalf ofhis employee. 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 68 seeks to amend section 192 of the Income-tax Act relating to deduction of 
tax at source from salary. 

Sub -clause (a ) seeks to insert two new sub -sections (1A ) and (IB ) in the said section . 
The proposed sub -section ( 1A ) provides that the person responsible for paying any income 
in the nature of a perquisite (not provided for by way ofmonetary payment) referred to in 
clause (2) of section 17 may pay at his option , tax on the whole or part of such incomewithout 
making any deduction therefrom at the time when such tax was otherwise deductible under 
the provisions of sub - section ( 1). 

The proposed sub -section ( 1B ) provides that for the purposes of sub -section (1A ), tax 
shall be determined at the average of income-tax computed on the basis of the rates in force 
for the financial year, on the income chargeable under the head “ Salaries" including the 
incomoreferred to in sub- section (1A ), and the tax so payable shallbe construed as if it were , 
a tax deductible at source from the income under the head " Salaries” as per the provisions of 
sub -section (1 ), and shall be subject to the provisions of Chapter XVII- B . 

Sub -clause (b ) seeks to amend sub-section (3) which is of consequential nature . 
These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 69 seeks to amend section 193 of the Income tax Act rolating to deduction of 
tax at source from interest on securities. 

The proposed amendment seeks to provide that no deduction of tax at source shall be 
made under the said section in respect of any interest payable to the Life Insurance Corpo 
ration of India or the General Insurance Corporation of India or to any of the four companies 
formed by virtue of the schemes framed under sub -section (1) of section 16 of theGeneral 
Insurance Business (Nationalisation ) Act, 1972 or any other insurer in respect of any socu 
rity owned by them or in which they have full beneficial interest. 

These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 70 seeks to amend section 194 of the Income tax Act relating to deduction of 
tax at source from dividends. 

Under the existing provisions contained in the said section , no tax is required to be 
deducted at source in the case of a shareholder , being an individual, of a company in which 
the public are substantially interested , if the dividend is paid by an account payoc cheque 
and the amount of the dividend or, as the case may be , the aggregate of the amounts of the 
dividend does not exceed two thousand five hundred rupees. Further, the second proviso to 
the said section provides that the provisions of the section shall not apply in the cases 
where declaration or distribution or payment of dividend is made after 1st June, 1997 as 
contained in sub - section ( 1) of section 115 - 0 . 

The proposed amendment seeks to substitute the first and second provisos with a 
new proviso in the said section so as to provide that no deduction of tax at source shall be 
made under this section in respect of any dividend payable to the Life Insurance Corporation 
of India or the General Insurance Corporation of India or to any of the four companies formed 
by virtue of the schemes framed under sub -section (1 ) of section 16 of theGeneral Insurance 
Business (Nationalisation ) Act, 1972 or any other insurer in respect of any shares owned by 
them or in which they have full beneficial interest. 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 
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Clause 71 seeks to amend section 194A of the Income- tax Act relating to deduction of 
tax at source from interest other than “ Interest on securities ” . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (1) of the said section , deduc 
tion of tax at source from interest other than “ Interest on securities” is to be made by any 
person other than an individual or a Hindu undivided family . 

It is proposed to insert a proviso in the said sub -section so as to provide that an 
individual or a Hindu undivided family ,whose total sales , gross receipts or tumover from the 
business or profession carried on by him exceed themonetary limits specified under clause 
(a) or clause (b ) of soction 44AB during the financial year immediately preceding the financial 
year in which such interest is credited or paid, shall be liable to deduct income tax under this 
section . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 72 seeks to amond section 1940 of the Income- tax Act relating to doduction of 
tax at source from payments to contractors and sub -contractors . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (2 ) of the said section , deduc 
tion of tax at source is to be made by any person other than an individual or a Hindu 
undivided family being a contractor, responsible for paying any sum to a resident, being a 
sub - contractor at the time of credit or payment of any sum to the account of the sub 
contractor 

It is proposed to insert a proviso in the said sub -section so as to provide that an 
individual or a Hindu undivided family , whose total sales, gross receipts or turnover from the 
business or profession carried on by him exceed the monetary limits specified under clause 
(a ) or clause (b ) of section 44AB during the financial year immediately preceding the financial 
year in which such sum is credited or paid to the account of the sub -contractor, shall be liable 
to doduct income- tax under this sub -section , 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 73 seeks to amend section 194H of the Income-tax Act relating to deduction of 
tax at source from commission or brokerage. 

The existing provisions contained in section 194H provide that deduction of income 
tax at source is to be made by any person other than an individual or a Hindu undivided 
family at the rate of ten per cent on any incomeby way ofcommission (not being insurance 
commission referred to in section 194D ) or brokerage at the time of credit or payment of such 
income to the account of the payee. 

Sub -clause (a ) seeks to provide that tax deduction at source for the purpose of the 
aforesaid section shall be made at the rate of five per cent. instead of ten per cent. 

Sub - clause (b ) seeks to insert a proviso in the said section so as to provide that an 
individual or a Hindu undivided family , whose total sales, gross receipts or turnover from the 
business or profession carried on by him exceed the monetary limits specified under clause 
(a ) or clause (b ) of section 44AB during the financial year immediately preceding the financial 
year in which such commission or brokerage is credited or paid , shall be liable to deduct 
income-tax under this section . 

These amendmentswill take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 74 seeks to amend section 194 -1 of the Income-tax Act relating to deduction of 
tax at source from rent. 

Under the existing provisions contained in the said section , deduction of tax at source 
is to be made by any person other than an individual or a Hindu undivided family at the time 
of credit or payment of rent to the account of the payee . 

It is proposed to insert a new proviso in the said section so as to provide that an 
individual or a Hindu undivided family , whose total sales , gross receipts or turnover from the 
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business or profession carried on by him exceed the monetary limits specified under clause 
(a ) or clause (b ) of section 44AB during the financialyear immediately preceding the financial 
year in which such income by way ofrent is credited or paid , shall be liable to deduct income 
tax under this section . 

This amendmentwill take effect from the 1st June , 2002 . 

Clause 75 seeks to amend section 194 ) of the Income- tax Act relating to deduction of 
tax at source from fees for professional or technical services . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section ( 1) of the said section , deduc 
tion of tax at source is to be made by any person other than an individual or a Hindu 
undivided family atthe timeof creditor paymentof fees for professional or technical services 
to the account of the payee . 

It is proposed to insert a new proviso in the said sub -section so as to provide that an 
individual or a Hindu undivided family , whose total sales, gross receipts or turnover from the 
business or profession carried on by him exceed the monetary limits specified under clause 
(a ) or clause (b ) of section 44AB during the financial year immediately preceding the financial 
year in which fees for professional or technical services is credited or paid , shall be liable to 
deduct income-tax under this sub -section . 

This amendmentwill take effect from the 1st June, 2002. 

Clause 76 seeks to substitute section 194K of the Income-tax Act relating to deduction 
of tax at source from income in respect of units . 

Under the existing provisions contained in the said section , tax is required to be 
deducted at source by the person responsible for making the payment of any income to a 
resident in respect of units of a Mutual Fund specified under clause ( 23D ) of section 10 or of 
the Unit Trust of India atthe rate of twenty per cent. if the payee is a company and fifteen per 
cent. in case of other payees. Further, no deduction is to be made under sub -section (1) of 
the said section from any income credited or paid on or after 1st June, 1999 . No deduction is 
required to be made in cases where the amount of such income does not exceed ten thousand 
rupees . 

The proposed amendment seeks to substitute the said section with a new section so 
as to provide that where any income is payable to a resident in respect of units of a Mutual 
Fund specified under clause ( 23D ) of section 10 or of the Unit Trust of India , the person 
responsible for making the payment shall, at the time of credit of such income to the account 
of the payee or at the time of payment thereof in cash or by issue of a cheque or draft or by 
any othermode , whichever is earlier, deduct income- tax thereon at the rate of ten per cent. 

The Explanation below the proposed section defines the expression “ Unit Trust of 
India " and clarifies that tax would be required to be deducted at source from such income 
credited to suspense account. 

This amendmentwill take effect from the 1st June, 2002. 

Clause 77 seeks to amend section 195 of the Income-tax Act relating to deduction of 
tax at source from other sums. 

Under the existing provisions contained in the second proviso to sub - section ( 1) of 
the said section , no tax is required to be deducted at source from any dividends declared , 
distributed or paid by a domestic company on or after 1st June, 1997 . 

The proposed amendment seeks to omit the said proviso and is of consequential 
nature . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 78 seeks to amend section 195A of the Income-tax Act relating to income being 
payable " net of tax" .

Under the existing provisions, where under an agreement or other arrangement,the tax 
chargeable on any income is to be borne by the person by whom the income is payable , then , 
for the purposes of deduction of tax , such income is to be increased to such amount as 
would , after deduction of tax , be equal to the net amount payable. 

It is proposed to insert two new sub -sections ( 1A ) and ( IB ) in section 192 vide clause 
68 of the Bill so as to provide an option to the employer to pay tax on behalf of the employee , 
without deducting tax from his income, on income in the nature of perquisite (not provided 
for by way ofmonetary payment) referred to in clause (2 ) of section 17 , notwithstanding the 
provisions of section 200 of the Companies Act , 1956 . 

It is , therefore, proposed to exclude paymentof tax on income in the nature of perqui 
site, not provided for by way of monetary payments, made by an employer, at the option of 
the employer, on behalf of any employee for calculating the income for the purpose of 
deducting tax at source. 

The proposed amendment is of consequentialnature . 
This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

Clause 79 seeks to amend section 196A of the Income-tax Act relating to income in 
respect of units of non -residents. 

Under the existing provisions contained in the proviso to sub -section (1) of the said 
section , no tax is required to be deducted at source from any income paid to a non - resident, 
not being a company , or to a foreign company, in respectof units of a Mutual Fund specified 
under clause (23D ) of section 10 or of the Unit Trust of India , if such income is credited or 
paid on or after 1st June, 1999. 

The proposed amendment seeks to omit the said proviso and is of conscquential 
nature , 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June , 2002 . 

Clause 80 seeks to amend section 196C of the Income tax Actrelating to deduction of 
tax at source from income from foreign currency bonds or shares of an Indian company . 

Under the existing provisions contained in the proviso to the said section ,no tax is 
required to be deducted at source from any dividends declared , distributed or paid by a 
domestic company on or after 1st June , 1997 . 

The proposed amendment seeks to omit the said proviso . 
This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

Clause 81 seeks to amend section 196D of the Income tax Act relating to deduction of 
tax at source from income of Foreign Institutional Investors from securities. 

Under the existing provisions contained in the proviso to sub - section (1 ) of the said 
section , no tax is required to be deducted at source from any dividends declared , distributed 
or paid by a domestic company on or after 1st June, 1997. 

The proposed amendment socks to omit the said proviso and is of consequential 
nature . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

Clause 82 seeks to amend section 197A of the Income- tax Act which provides that no 
deduction of tax at source is to bemade in certain cases. 

Under the existing provisions contained in section 197A , no tax is deducted at source 
if an individual who is a resident in India makes a declaration that the tax on his estimated 
total income of the previous year in which such income is to be included will be nil. 

The proposed amendment seeks to provide that the provisions of the section shall not 
apply where the incomes referred to in sub -section (1) or sub -section ( 1A ) of the said section 
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or the aggregate of such incomes credited or paid or likely to be credited or paid during the 
previous year in which such income is to be included exceeds the maximum amountwhich is 
not chargeable to income-tax . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June , 2002. 

Clause 83 seeks to amend section 198 of the Income-tax Act which provides that tax 
deducted is incomereceived . 

It is proposed to amend the said section so as to provide that the sum being the tax 
paid under the proposed sub -section (IA ) of section 192, shall not be deemed to be the 
income received for the purpose of computing the income of an assessee . 

The proposed amendment is of consequential nature. 
This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 84 seeks to amend section 199 of the Income- tax Actthe relating to credit for tax 
deducted . 

It is proposed to insert a new sub - section (2 ) in the said section so as to provide that 
any sum referred to under sub -section (1A ) of section 192 and paid to the CentralGover 
ment shall be treated as tax paid on behalf of the person in respect of whose income, such 
payment of tax has been made and credit shall be given to him for the amount so paid on 
production of the certificate furnished under section 203 in the assessment under the said 
Act for the assessment year for which such income is assessable . 

The proposed amendment is of consequential nature. 
This amendment will take effect from Ist June, 2002 . 

Clause 85 seeks to amend section 200 of the Income-tax Actwhich provides for duty 
of person deducting tax . 

It is proposed to insert a new sub -section ( 2) in the said section so as to provide that 
any person being an employer, referred to in sub -section ( 1A ) of section 192 shall pay within 
the prescribed time, the tax to the credit of the Central Government or as the Board directs . 

The proposed amendment is of consequential nature . 
This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

Clause 86 seeks to amend section 201 of the Income-tax Act which provides for conse 
quences of failure to deduct or pay tax . 

It is proposed to amend the said section so as to insert reference to section 200 of the 
Income-tax Act . 

The proposed amendment is of clarificatory nature . 
This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

Clause 87 seeks to amend section 203 of the Income-tax Act which provides for fur 
nishing of certificate for tax deducted . 

It is proposed to insert a new sub -section ( 2 ) in the said section so as to provide that 
every person referred to in sub -section ( 1A ) of section 192 shall , within such period , asmay 
be prescribed , furnish to the person in respect of whose income such payment of tax has 
been made, a certificate to the effect that tax has been paid to the CentralGovernment, and 
specify the amount so paid , the rate at which the tax has been paid and such other particulars 
asmay be prescribed . 

The amendment is of consequential nature... 
This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 88 seeks to insert a new section 206CA in the Income- tax Act relating to tax 
collection account number, 
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Under the existing provisions contained in section 206C , every person , being a seller, 
shall at the time of debiting of the amount payable by the buyer to the account of the buyer 
or at the time of receipt of such amount from the said buyer in cash or by the issue of a cheque 
or draft or by any othermode, collect from him a sum equal to the percentage , specified in the 
Table under sub-section (1) of that section . 

The proposed new section seeks to provide that every person collecting tax at source 
in accordance with the provisions of section 206C shall apply to theAssessing Officer for the 
allotment of a tax -collection account number. It is further proposed that such tax -collection 
account number shall be quoted in all challans for payment of any sum under sub - section (3 ), 
in all certificates fumished under sub -section (5), in all the retums delivered under sub 
section (5A ) or sub -section (5B ) of section 206C and in all other documents pertaining to 
such transactions as may be prescribed . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 89 seeks to amend section 210 of the Income- tax Act relating to paymentof 
advance tax by the assessee ofhis own accord or in pursuance of order of Assessing Officer. 

It is proposed to omit “ and who has not paid any advance tax under sub -section (1 )" 
occurring in sub -section (3 ) of the said section so as to clarify that the Assessing Officer , 
may by order in writing, require any person liable to pay advance tax , if he is of the opinion 
that such person has not paid any of the specified instalments of advance tax by the dates 
specified under section 211. 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 90 seeks to amend section 244A of the Income- tax Act relating to interest on 
refunds. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section ( 1), where refund of any amount 
becomes due to the assessee under the Income- tax Act, the assessee is entitled to receive , in 
addition to the said amount, simple interest thereon at the rate of three-fourth per cent. for 
every month or part of a month comprised in the period of delay specified in the said section . 

It is proposed to amend clauses (a ) and (b ) of the said sub -section so as to reduce the 
rate of interest from three- fourth per cent to two-third per cent. for every month or part of a 
month , as the case may be . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

Clause 91 seeks to amend section 245C of the Income-tax Act relating to application for 
settlement of cases . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub - section (1 ) of section 245C , where 
any books of account or other documents or assets referred to therein are seized under 
section 132 , the assessee shall not be entitled to make an application under sub -section (1 ) of 
section 245C before the expiry of one hundred and twenty days from the date of the seizure. 
The provisions contained in sub -section (5 ) of the said section 132 are applicable only to a 
search initiated or requisition made before 1st July , 1995 . 

It is, therefore, proposed to omit the said sub - section (IE ). The proposed amendment 
is of consequential nature . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 92 seeks to amend section 245D of the Income-tax Act relating to procedure on 
receipt of an application under section 245C . 

Under the existing provisions contained in section 245D , the Settlement Commission , 
on receipt of an application for settlement under section 245C , shall call for a report from the 
Commissioner having jurisdiction over the case . On the basis of the report of the Commis 
sioner and having regard to the nature , circumstances of the case or complexity of the 
investigation involved therein ,the Settlement Commission may pass an order either allowing 
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the application to be proceeded with or rejecting the same. Where an application is allowed 
to be proceeded with , the Settlement Commission may direct the Commissioner to make such 
further enquiry or investigation as it considers necessary , and call for the relevant records 
from the Commissioner for its examination . After examining the relevant records and the 
Commissioner s report and after giving an opportunity to the applicant of being heard , the 
Settlement Commission may pass an order as it thinks fit on the matters covered by the 
application and any other matter referred to in that section . 

It is proposed to amend sub - section (1) of the said section so as to provide that the 
Settlement Commission shall, where it is possible, pass an order either rejecting the applica 
tion or allowing the application to be proceeded with within a period of one year from the end 
of the month in which such application is made under section 245C . 

It is further proposed to insert a new sub - section (4A ) in the aforesaid section so as to 
provide that in every application , the Settlement Commission shall, where it is possible , pass 
an order under sub -section (4 ) within a period of four years from the end of the financial year 
in which such application was allowed to be proceeded with . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 93 seeks to omit section 245HA of the Income-tax Act relating to power of 
Settlement Commission to send a case back to the Assessing Officer if the assessee does not 
co -operate . 

Under the existing provisions contained in section 245HA , the Settlement Commission 
has been vested with the power to send a case back to the Assessing Officer if in its opinion 
the assessee has not co -operated in the proceedings before the Commission , and in such 
cases, the Assessing Officer shall dispose of the case in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act as if no application under section 245C had been made. 

It is proposed to omit the said section so as to withdraw the power of Settlement 
Commission to send the case back to the Assessing Officer. 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 94 seeks to amend section 252 of the Income- tax Act relating to Appellate 
Tribunal. 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section (3) of the said section , the 
Central Government ordinarily appoints a judicialmember of the Appellate Tribunal to be the 
President thereof, 

It is proposed to substitute the said sub -section so as to provide that the Central 
Government shall appoint the Senior Vice-President or one of the Vice-Presidents of the 
Appellate Tribunal to be the President of the Appellate Tribunal. 

This amendment will take effectretrospectively from 1st April, 2002 . 

Clause 95 seeks to substitute a new section for section 269T of the Income-tax Act 
· relating to mode of repayment of certain loans or deposits . 

The existing provisions contained in section 269T provide that no branch of a banking 
company or a co -operative bank and no other company or co -operative society or firm or 
other person shall repay to any person any deposit made with it otherwise than by an 
account payee cheque or accountpayee bank draft drawn in the name of the person who has 
made the deposit, in cases where the amount of deposit exceeds rupees twenty thousand. 
The Explanation below sub -section (2 ) of the said section defines deposit to mean any 
deposit of money which is repayable after notice or repayable after a period and, in the case 
of a person other than a company , includes deposit of any nature . 

The said section is applicable only to deposits. It is proposed to substitute the 
existing section 269T by a new section so as to extend the scope of the aforesaid section to 
loans also . 
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This amendment will take effect from 1st June , 2002 . 

Clause 96 seeks to insert a new section 269UP in the Income- tax Act to provide that the 
provisions of the Chapter shall not apply where transfer of immovable property is effected 
after a certain date . 

Under the existing provisions contained in Chapter XX - C , any person intending to 
transfer immovable property in specified areas at values exceeding specified amounts is 
required to file a statement in the prescribed forn before the appropriate authority within the 
prescribed timebefore the intended date of transfer. Within a period of three months from the 
end of the month in which the statement is filed , the appropriate authority may pass an order 
in writing for purchase by the CentralGoverment of such immovable property at an amount 
equal to the amount of apparent consideration . 

It is proposed to insert a new section 269UP so as to make the provisions of Chapter 
XX - C inapplicable in respect of any transfer of immovable property effected on or after ist 
July , 2002 . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st July, 2002 . 

Clause 97 seeks to amend section 271 of the Income-tax Act relating to failure to 
fumish retums, comply with notices, concealment of income, etc . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -section ( 1) of the said section , if the 
Assessing Officer or the Commissioner (Appeals ), in the course of any proceedings under 
the income tax Act, is satisfied that any person has failed to comply with certain notices or 
directions issued under the sections referred to in that sub - section or has concealed the 
particulars of his income or furnished inaccurate particulars thereof, he may levy a penalty 
equal to the amount referred to in clause ( ii) or ,as the casemay be, clause ( iii ) of the said sub 
section , 

Sub - clauses (a ), ( d ) and ( g) of this clause propose to amend sub -section ( 1) so as to 
include a reference to the Commissioner as being an authority who can initiate and levy 
penalty under the said sub -section . Similar references to the Commissioner are also pro 
posed to be inserted in Explanation 1 and Explanation 7 of the said sub -section , being 
consequential in nature. 

These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

The existing provisions contained in clause ( ii) of the aforesaid sub -section ( 1) provide 
for a penalty of ten thousand rupees, in addition to any tax payable, for failure to comply with 
a notice issued under sub -section ( 1) of section 142 or sub -section (2 ) of section 143 or 
direction issued under sub -section (2A ) of section 142 . 

Sub -clause (b ) of this clause proposes to amend the said clause ( ii ) so as to clarify that 
the penalty for failure to comply with the above mentioned notice or direction can be levied 
even if no tax is payable on the total income assessed . 

The proposed amendment is of clarificatory nature. 

The existing provision contained in clause ( iii ) of the aforesaid sub - section (1) pro 
vides for a penalty, in addition to any tax payable , of a sum which shall not be less than , but 
which shall not exceed three times the amount of tax sought to be evaded , for concealing 
particulars of income, or furnishing inaccurate particulars in respect thereof. 

Sub - clause (c ) of this clause proposes to amend the said clause (iii ) so as to clarify that 
the penalty referred to therein can be levied even if no tax is payable on the total income 
assessed . 

The proposed amendment is of clarificatory nature . 

Under the existing provisions contained in Explanation 3 to the aforesaid sub -section 
(1 ), if any person who has notbeen assessed previously is found to have taxable income for 
a year, and fails to furnish a return for that year until the expiry of the period during which he 
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was assessable therefor, and no notice under sub -section (1) of section 142 or section 148 
requiring him to furnish a retum was issued to him , it will be deemed that the person has 
concealed the particulars of his income for that year. 

Sub -clause (e) of this clause proposes to amend the said Explanation 3 so as to make 
its provisions applicable even to persons who have been assessed earlier. 

The existing provisions contained in clause (a) of Explanation 4 to the aforesaid sub 
section ( 1) provide that the expression “ the amount of tax sought to be evaded” in a case 
where the amount of income in respect of which particulars have been concealed or inaccu 
rate particulars have been furnished exceeds the total income assessed , means the tax that 
would have been chargeable on the income in respect ofwhich particulars have been con 
cealed or inaccurate particulars have been furnished had such income been the total income. 

Sub -clause (f) of this clause proposes to amend Explanation 4 so as to clarify that in 
cases where the amount of income in respect of which particulars have been concealed or 
inaccurate particulars have been fumished has the effect of reducing the loss declared in the 
return or converting that loss into income, the amount of tax sought to the evaded shall be 
the tax that would have been chargeable on the amount of such income as if it were the total 
income. 

The proposed amendment is of clarificatory nature . 
Sub -clauses (b ), (c ), (e ) and (f) will take effect from 1st April, 2003. 

Clause 98 seeks to substitute section 271F ofthe Income- tax Act relating to penalty for 
failure to furnish return of income. 

Under the existing provisions contained in section 271F , if a person who is required to 
furnish a return of income as required under sub - section (1 ) of section 139 , fails to fumish 
such return before the end of the relevant assessment year, such person shall be liable to pay 
a penalty of five thousand rupees. The proviso to section 271F provides for a penalty of five 
thousand rupees for failure to furnish a return of income as required by the proviso to sub 
section (1) of section 139 on or before the due date . 

It is proposed to substitute the existing section 271F so as to provide that if a person 
who is required to furnish a retum of income, as required under sub -section (1) of section 139 
or by the provisos to that sub -section , fails to furnish such return before the end of the 
relevant assessment year, the Assessing Officer may direct that such person shall pay, by 
way of penalty, a sum of five thousand rupees. 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

Clause 99 seeks to amend section 272A of the Income-tax Act relating to penalty for 
failure to answer questions, sign statements , furnish information , returns or statements , 
allow inspections, etc . 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (d ) of sub -section (1) of section 
272A , a penalty of ten thousand rupees is leviable , inter alia , for failure to comply with the 
provisionsof section 139A relating to permanent account number . 

Sub -clause (a ) seeks to omit clause (d ) of sub -section (1 ) of section 272A . Similar 
provision is , however, proposed to be inserted vide clause 100 of the Bill . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

Sub -clause (b ) seeks to substitute clause (e) of sub-section (2 ) of the said section so 
as to provide that if any person fails to furnish the return of incomewhich he is required to 
furnish under sub -section (4A ) or sub -section (4C ) of section 139 or to furnish it within the 
time allowed and in the manner required under those sub - sections, he shall pay , by way of 
penalty , a sum of one hundred rupees for every day of such default . 

The proposed amendment is of consequentialnature. 
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This amendment will take effect from 1st April , 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years . 

Clause 100 seeks to insert a new section 272B of the Income-tax Act providing for 
penalty for failure to comply with the provisions of section 139A and for certain other related 
purposes. 

Sub - section ( 1) of the proposed new section seeks to provide that if a person fails to 
comply with the provisions of section 139A , the Assessing Officer may direct that he shall 
pay , by way of penalty , a sum of ten thousand rupees. 

Sub -section (2 ) of the proposed new section seeks to provide that if a person who is 
required to quote his permanent accountnumber in any document referred to in clause (c ) of 
sub - section (5 ) of section 139A or to intimate such number as required by sub -section (5A ) 
of that section , quotes or intimates a number which is false and which he either knows or 
believes to be false or does not believe to be truc, the Assessing Officermay direct that such 
person shall pay, by way of penalty , a sum of ten thousand rupees. 

Şub -section (3) of the proposed new section seeks to provide the person an opportu 
nity of being heard in the matter before imposition of penalty under sub -section (1) or sub 
section (2 ) of the said section . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st June , 2002. 

Clause 101 seeks to insert a new section 272BBB in the Income tax Act,which pro 
vides for penalty for failure to comply with the provisions of section 206CA relating to the 
allotment of tax -collection accountnumber to the person responsible for collection of tax at 
source . The proposed new section provides for a levy of a fixed amount of penalty of a sum 
of ten thousand rupees. 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 102 seeks to amend section 273B of the Income tax Actwhich provides that 
penalty shall not be imposed in certain cases . 

The existing provisions contained in section 273B provide that no penalty shall be 
imposable on the person or the assessee, as the case may be, for any failure referred to in 
certain provisions specified in the said section if he proves that there was reasonable cause 
for such failure . 

Sub - clause (a ) seeks to amend the said section so as to make a reference to “ section 
272B ” also for the above purpose . 

Sub -clause (b ) proposes to amend the said section of the Income tax Act so as to 
include a reference to “ sub - section (1) of section 272BBB ” also for the above purpose . 

The proposed amendments are of consequential nature . 
These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 103 seeks to insert a new section 275B in the Incomo-tax Act to provide for 
punishment for failure to comply with the provisions of clause ( iib ) of sub -section ( 1 ) of 
section 132 . 

The proposed new section 275B seeks to provide that if any person who is required to 
afford the necessary facility to the authorised officer to inspect any books of account or 
other documents , as required under clause ( iib ) of sub- section (1 ) of section 132 , fails to 
afford such facility, he shall be punishable with rigorous imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to two years and shall also be liable to fine . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 104 seeks to amend section 279 of the Income-tax Act which provides for 
prosecution to be at the instance of certain specified authorities. 
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Under the existing provisions contained in sub - section (1) of the said section , pros 
ecution can be launched with the previous sanction of the Commissioner or Commissioner 
(Appeals ) or the Appropriate Authority . However, the Chief Commissioner or Director 
General may issue such instructions or directions to such authority as he may deem fit for 
institution of the proceedings under that sub - section . 

It is proposed to insert a new section 275B in the Income- tax Act vide clause 103 of the 
Bill so as to provide that if any person , who is required to afford necossary facility to the 
authorised officer to inspect any books of account and other documents referred to in sub 
section ( 1) of section 132 , fails to offer such facility, he shall be punishable with rigorous 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to two years and shall also be liable to fine. 

It is proposed to insert a reference to " section 275B " in sub -section ( 1) of section 279 
so as to provide that a person shall not be proceeded against for an offence under section 
275B except with the previous sanction of the any of the authorities specified in the said 
section . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002. 

Clause 105 seeks to amend rule 68A of the Second Schedule to the Income tax Act 
relating to acceptance of property in satisfaction of amount due from the defaulter . 

Under the existing provisions contained in sub -rule (3 ) of the said rule,where the price 
of the property agreed upon between the Assessing Officer and the defaulter under sub -rule 
(1 ) exceeds the amount due from the defaulter, such excess shall be paid by the Assessing 
Officer to the defaulter within a period of three months from the date of delivery of posses 
sion of the property to the Assessing Officer and where the Assessing Officer fails to pay 
such excess within the period aforesaid , the CentralGovernment is required to pay simplo 
interest at the rate of nine per cent. per annum to the defaulter on such amount for the period 
of delay . 

It is proposed to amend sub - rule ( 3 ) so as to reduce the rate of interest which is 
payable by the CentralGovernment under that sub- rule from nine per cent. to eight per cent, 
per annum . 
This amendmentwill take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Wealth - tar 
Clause 106 seeks to amend section 18 of the Wealth - tax Act relating to penalty for 
failure to furish returns, to comply with notices and concealment of assets, etc . 

The provisions contained in sub -section (1 ) of the said section provide for levy of 
penalty in cases of failure to comply with notices issued under sub -section (2 ) or sub 
section (4 ) of section 16 in the course of any proceedings under the Wealth -tax Act and in 
cases wherein particulars of any assets have been concealed or inaccurate particulars of any 
assets or debts have been furnished . Clause ( A ) of Explanation 2 to sub -section ( 1) pro 
vides that where a person fails to offer an explanation in respect of any facts material to the 
computation ofnet wealth in his case , oroffers an explanation which is found by the authori 
ties specified in the provision to be false, the amount added or disallowed in computing the 
net wealth as a result thereof shall be deemed to represent the value of the assets in respect 
of which particulars have been conccaled . 

It is proposed to amend the said clause so as to include a reference therein to the 
Commissioner as being one of the authorities for the purposes of the clause . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June , 2002 . 

Under the existing provisions contained in Explanation 3 to sub-section (1), if any 
person who has not been assessed previously is found to have taxable net wealth for a year , 
and fails to furnish a return for that year until the expiry of the period during which he was 
assessable therefor, and no notice under sub -section ( 1 ) of section 17A requiring him to 
furnish a return was issued to him , such person will be deemed to have concealed the 
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particulars of his assets or furnished inaccurate particulars of his assets or debts for that 
year. 

It is proposed to omit the reference to the person who has not previously been as 
sessed under the said Explanation 3 so as to make its provisions applicable even to persons 
who have been assessed earlier . 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st April, 2003. 

Clause 107 seeks to amend section 18C of the Wealth - tax Act relating to procedure 
when assessce claims identical question of law is pending before the High Court or the 
Supreme Court. 

The existing provisions contained in section 18C provide for a special procedure in 
cases where an assessee claimsthat any question of law arising in his case for an assessment 
year which is pending before the Assessing Officer or any appellate authority is identical 
with a question of law arising in his case for another assessment year which is pending 
before the High Court or before the Supreme Court on a reference under section 27 or in 
appeal before the Supreme Court under section 29 . In such cases, the assessee may furnish 
a declaration that if the Assessing Officer or the appellate authority , as the case may be , - 
agrees to apply the final decision of the High Court or the Supreme Court on the question of 
law to the relevant case, the assessee shall notraise such question of law in the relevant case 
in appeal before any appellate authority or for a reference before the High Court or the 
Supreme Court or in appeal before the Supreme Court. 

Section 27A relating to appeal to High Court was inserted in the Wealth - tax Act by the 
Finance (No.2 ) Act , 1998. It is proposed to amend sub -section (1) of section 18C so as to 
include therein references relating to " appeals to the High Court under section 27A " , and 
omit reference relating to " section 27” in sub -section (4 ) of section 18C . 

This amendment is of consequential nature . 
These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 

Clause 108 seeks to amend section 22D of the Wealth -tax Act relating to procedure on 
receipt of an application under section 22C . 

• Under the existing provisions contained in section 22D , the Settlement Commission , 
on receipt of an application for settlement under section 22C , shall call for a report from the 
Commissioner having jurisdiction over the case . On the basis of the report of the Commis 
sioner and having regard to the nature , circumstances of the case or complexity of the 
investigation involved therein ,the Settlement Commission may pass an order either allowing 
the application to be proceeded with or rejecting the same. Where an application is allowed 
to be proceeded with , the Settlement Commission may direct the Commissioner to make such 
further enquiry or investigation as it considers necessary, and may call for the relevant 
records from the Commissioner for its examination . After examining the relevant records and 
the Commissioner s report and after giving an opportunity to the applicant ofbeing heard the 
Settlement Commission may pass such orders as it thinks fit on the matters covered by the 
application and any other matter referred to in that section . 

It is proposed to amend sub -section (1 ) of the said sub -section so as to provide that 
the Settlement Commission shall, where it is possible , pass an order either rejecting the 
application or allowing the application to be proceeded with within a period of one year from 
the end of the month in which such application is made under section 22C . 

It is further proposed to insert a new sub - section (4A ) in the aforesaid section so as to 
provide that in every application , the Settlement Commission shall ,where it is possible, pass 
an order under sub - section (4 ) within a period of four years from the end of the financial year 
in which such application was allowed to be procoeded with . 

These amendments will take effect from 1st June, 2002. 
Clause 109 seeks to omit section 22HA of the Wealth - tax Act relating to power of 
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Settlement Commission to send a case back to the Assessing Officer if the assessee does not 
co - operate. 

Under the existing provisions contained in section 22HA , the Settlement Commission 
has been vested with the powers to send a case back to the Assessing Officer if in its opinion 
the assessee has not co -operated in the proceedings before the Commission , and in such 
cases , the Assessing Officer shall dispose of the case in accordance with the provisions of 
the Act as if no application under section 22C had been made. 

It is proposed to omit section 22HA so as to withdraw the power of Settlement Com 
mission to send the case back to the Assessing Officer . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 . 
Clause 110 seeks to amend section 34A of the Wealth -tax Act relating to refunds . 

Under the existing provision contained in sub -section ( 3 ) of the said section , where a 
refund is due to the assessec in pursuance of an order referred to in sub -section (1 ) and the 
Assessing Officer does not grant the refund within a period of six months from the date of 
such order, the Central Government shall pay to the assessee simple interest at nine per cent. 
per annum on the amount ofrefund due for the period specified in the said sub -section . 

Sub - clause (a) seeks to amend the said sub - section (3) so as to reduce the rate of 
interest from nine per cent. per annum to eight per cent. per annum . 

Under the existing provision contained in clause (a ) of sub -section (4B ) of the said 
section , where refund of any amount becomes due to the assessee under the said Act, he 
shall be entitled to receive, in addition to the said amount, simple interest thereon calculated 
at the rate of three-fourth per cent. for everymonth or part of a month for the period specified 
in the said clause . 

Sub -clause (b ) seeks to amend the said clause (a ) of sub -section (4B ) so as to reduce 
the rate of interest from three- fourth per cent to two- third per cent. for every month or part 
thereof, as the case may be. 
These amendments will take effect from 1st June , 2002. 

Expenditure -tax 
Clause 111 seeks to amend section 3 of the Expenditure -tax Act so as to make the 
provisions of the Act applicable to hotels wherein room charges for any unit ofresidential 
accommodation are three thousand rupees or more per day, instead of two thousand rupees 
ormore per day per individual, 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to expenditure incurred on or after that date. 

Clause 112 seeks to amend section 5 of the Expenditure -tax Act relating to meaning of 
chargeable expenditure . 

Under the existing provisions contained in clause (1 ) of the said section , the expendi 
ture - tax is levied on chargeable expenditure incurred in , or payments made to , a hotel in 
connection with the provision of any accommodation, residential or otherwise; or food or 
drink ; or any accommodation in such hotel on hire or lease ; or any other services at the hotel 
by way of beauty parlour, health club, swimming pool or other services. 

It is proposed to omit clauses (b ) and (d ) so as to provide that chargeable expenditure 
shall not include expenditure incurred in , or the payments made to , the hotel on or after thọ 
1st June , 2002, in connection with the provision of food or drink by the hotel whether at the 
hotel or outside, or by any other person at the hotel; or any other services at the hotel, either 
by the hotel or by any other person , by way of beauty parlour, health club, swimming pool or 
other services . 

This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002 and will, accordingly, apply in 
relation to expenditure incurred on or after that date , 
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Customs 

Clause 113 seeks to amend section 4 of the Customs Act so as to empowor the “ Board " 
to appoint officers of customs and to delegate such powers to officers of customs not below 
the rank of Assistant Commissioner of Customs. 

Clause 114 seeks to amend section 14 of the Customs Act so as to 

(a ) amend the condition under which the price is deemed to be the value under this 
section ; 
(b ) empower the Board, 

(i) to fix tariff values for any class of imported goods or export goods; 

(ii) determine the rate ofexchange, 
and incorporate the definitions of the“ foreign currency" and " Indian currency " as per 
the provisions of the Foreign Exchange Management Act, 1999 . 

Clause 115 seeks to amend section 25 of the Customs Act, so as to empower the 
CentralGovernment to issue the notification or order to clarify the scope or applicability of 
any exemption notification or order issued under that section within one year from the date 
of issue of the notification or the order. 

Clause 116 seeks to amend section 28AA of the Customs Act so as to reduce the 
minimum rate of interest from eighteen per cent. to ten per cent, on delayed payment of duty . 

Clause 117 seeks to amend section 28AB of the Customs Act so as to reduce the 
minimum rate of interest from eighteen per cent. to ten per cent. on delayed payment of duty , 

Clause 118 seeks to omit the words " except in the case of a resident applicant" from 
section 28 - 1 of the Customs Act so as to exclude all applications involving questions which 
are already pending in the case of a resident applicant before any officer of Customs, the 
Appellate Tribunal or any court or the same as in a matter already decided by the Appellate 
Tribunal or any court from the purview of the Authority for Advance Rulings in Customsand 
Contral Excise. 

Clause 119 secks to amend section 47 of the Customs Act so as to increase the 
duration of interest free duty payment from two days to five days and also to reduce the 
minimum rate of interest from eighteen per cent. to ten per cent. on delayed paymentof duty . 

Clause 120 seeks to amend section 61 of the Customs Act so as to 

(i) empower the Commissioner of Customs to extend the period ofwarchousing in the 
case of hundred per cent. export oriented undertaking for such further period as he may deem 
fit ; and 

( ii) empower the Commissioner of Customs to extend the period ofwarehousing in any 
other case for a period not exceeding six months and the Chief Commissioner of Customs to 
extend it for such further period as hemay deem fit. 

Clause 121 seeks to amend section 129B of the Customs Act so as to 

(i) reduce the time period , from four years to six months, during which an application 
for rectification ofmistakes can be made; 

(ii) provide for a time- limit of three years within which , where it is possible, appeal 
should be decided by the Appellate Tribunal, and also to provide that in cases where stay 
order has been passed by the Tribunal, time- limit of disposing of the appeal shall be one 
hundred and eighty days and in the case of non - disposal of the case , automatic vacation of 
the stay order has been provided . 

Clause 122 seeks to amend section 129D of the Customs Act so as to reduce the 
period of review ofthe order of the adjudicating authority from one year to six monthswhere 
it is possible. 
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Clause 123 seeks to insert a new section 8C after section 8B in the Customs Tariff Act 
so as to empower the CentralGovernment to impose transitional product specific safeguard 
duty on imports from the People s Republic of China. 

Clause 124 seeks to exempt additional duty of customs on barge mounted power 
plants retrospectively within the period from 8th December, 2000 to 28th February , 2002 
(both the dates inclusive ) and to refund accordingly the additional duty of customs col 
lected on such plants. 

Clause 125 seeks to amend the First Schedule to the Customs Tariff Act so as to 

(a ) reduce the basic customs duty in respect of articles falling under the following 
Chapters, headings and sub - headings, namely : 

Chapters 1, 2 (except sub -headings 0207. 13 and 0207. 14 ), 3, 4 (except sub -headings

Sub - clause ( ) seeks to substituto section 95 in the said Act so as to empower the 
CentralGovernment to issue orders to remove difficulty arises in respect of implementing or 
assessing the value any taxable service incorporated in Chapter V of this Bill, within a period 
of two years from the date on which the levy of service tax on the taxable service came into 
force. 

Clause 143 seeks to substitute clause (8 ) of section 2 of the Central Sales Tax Act, 
1956 the definition of “ sale " to widen the scope of the term " sale " in view of clause (29A ) of 
article 366 of the Constitution , 

Clause 144 seeks to amend section 6A ofthe Central Sales Tax Act, 1956 so as to make 
compulsory the furnishing of Fon F by the dealer and to authorise levy of tax in case where 
the dealer fails to furnish Form F .

Section 35A of the said Act provides thatno deduction of income-tax shall be made on 
any interest or dividend payable to the General Insurance Corporation of India or to any of 
the four new companies formed by virtue of the schemes framed under sub-section (1 ) of 
section 16 of the said Act in respect of any securities or shares owned by such Corporation 
or such company or in which such Corporation or such company has full benoficial interest. 

It is proposed to omit the said section . 
This amendment will take effect from 1st June, 2002. 
Clause 150 seeks to omit section 22A of the Oil Industry (Development) Act, 1974 . 

Section 22A of the said Actprovides that notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Income- tax Act, 1961, the Oil Industry Development Board shall not be liable to pay income 
tax on its income, profits or gains . 

It is proposed to omit the said section so as to make the Oil Industry Development 
Board liable to pay income-tax on its income, profits or gains. 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 -2004 and subsequent years, 

Clause 151 scoks to amend the Schedule to the Oil Industries (Development) Act, 1974 
so as to increase the coss levied on crude oil . 

Clause 152 seeks to omit section 44 of the National Dairy Development Board Act , 
1987. 

Section 44 of the said Act provides that notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Income-tax Act, 1961 or any other enactmont for the timebeing in force relating to tax on 
income, profits or gains , the National Dairy Development Board shall not be liable to pay 
income-tax or any other tax in respect of its income, profits or gains derived . 

It is proposed to omit the said section so as to make the National Dairy Development 
Board liable to pay income- tax or any other tax in respect of its income, profits or gains 
derived 

This amendmentwill take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly , apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years. 
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Clause 153 seeks to omit section 22 of the Prasar Bharati (Broadcasting Corporation of 
India ) Act, 1990 . 

Section 22 of the said Act provides thatnotwithstanding anything contained in the 
Incomo- tax Act, 1961, or any other enactment for the time being in force relating to incomo-tax 
or any other tax on income, profits or gains, the Prasar Bharati ( Broadcasting Corporation of 
India ) shall not be liable to pay any income tax or any other tax in respect of any income, 
profits or gains, accruing or arising out of the Fund of the Corporation or any amount 
received in that Fund ; and any income, profits or gains, derived or any amount recoivod , by 
the Corporation . 

It is proposed to omit tho said soction so as to make the Prasar Bharati (Boradcasting 
Corporation of India ) liable to pay income-tax or any other tax in respect of any incomc, 
profits or gains accruing or arising out of its Fund or any amount received in that Fund and 
any income, profits or gains derived or any amount received by it. 

This amendment will take effect from 1st April, 2003 and will, accordingly, apply in 
relation to the assessment year 2003 - 2004 and subsequent years . 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Sub- clause (h ) of clause 4 of the Bill sceks to insert a new sub -clause ( viic) in clause 
( 10C ) of section 10 of the Income-tax Act relating to incomes not included in total income. 
The amendment proposed by this clause empowers the Central Government to specify, by 
notification in the officialGazette , an institution , having importance throughout India or in 
any State or States for the purposes of the said sub-clause. 

Clause 14 of the Bill seeks to amend section 32 of the Income-tax Act relating to 
depreciation . 

Sub - clause (a) seeks to amend sub- section ( 1) of the said section to provide for amend 
ments of consequential nature. 

Sub- clause (b ) seeks to insert a new clause ( iia ) in sub -section ( 1) of the said section to 
provide that in the case of any new machinery or plant ( other than ships and aircraft), which 
has been acquired and installed after 31st March , 2002, by an assessee engaged in the 
business of manufacture or production of any article or thing, a further sum equal to fifteen 
per cent of the actual cost of such machinery or plant shall be allowed as deduction under 
clause (ii). Such fifteen per cent. shall be allowed to a new industrial undertaking during any 
previous year in which such undertaking begins to manufacture or produce any article or 
thing on or after 1st April , 2002 ; or any industrial undertaking existing before 
1st April, 2002, during any previous year in which it achieves the substantial expansion by 
way of increase in installed capacity by not less than twenty -five per cent. However, no 
deduction shall be allowed in respect of any machinery or plantwhich , before its installation 
by the assessee, was used either within or outside India by any other person ; or anymachin 
ery or plant installed in any office premises or any residential accommodation , including 
accommodation in the nature of a guest house; or any office appliances or road transport 
vehicles; or any machinery or plant, the whole or part of the actual cost of which is allowed 
as a deduction (whether by way of depreciation or otherwise ) in computing the income 
chargeable under the head “ Profits and gains of business or profession " of any one previ 
ous year. 

It is further proposed to provide that no deduction shall be allowed under clause (A ) 
or, as the case may be, clause ( B ), of the first proviso unless the assessec furnishes the 
details of machinery or plant and increase in the installed capacity of production in such 
form , as may be prescribed , alongwith the return of income, and the report of an accountant, 
as defined in the Explanation below sub - section (2 ) of section 288 certifying that the deduc 
tion has been correctly claimed in accordance with the provisions of this clauso . 

It is also proposed to confer power upon the Central Board of Direct Taxes to specify, 
by rules, the form in which the details of machinery or plant and increase in the installed 
capacity of production shall be fumished for the purposes of availing further sum equal to 
fifteen per cent. for depreciation . 

Clause 32 of the Bill seeks to amend section 80 - IA of the Income-tax Act relating to 
deductions in respect of profits and gains from industrial undertakings or enterprises en 
gaged in infrastructure development, etc . so as to require a company or a co - operative 
society to furnish a separate audit report for claiming deductions under sections 80 -IA and 
80 - IB . 

The amendment proposed by this clause confers power upon the Central Board of 
Direct Taxes to prescribe, by rules, the form and manner in which the assessee shall furnish 
a report of audit in order to claim the deductions. 

Clause 33 of the Bill seeks to amend section 80 -IB of the Income tax Act relating to 
deduction in respect of profits and gains from certain industrial undertakings , other than 
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infrastructure development undertakings, by inserting two new sub - sections (7A ) and (7B ) 
and amending sub -section ( 14 ) of that section . 

Sub -section (7A ) seeks to provide a deduction from profits and gains of the business 
of building, owning and operating a multiplex theatre. Sub -section (7B ) seeks to provide a 
deduction from profits and gains of the business of building , owning and operating a con 
vention centre . The definitions of such multiplex theatre and convention centre are provided 
in the proposed amendment to sub -section ( 14 ). 

The amendments proposed by this clause confer power upon the Central Board of 
Direct Taxes to prescribe , by rules, the form and manner in which the assessee shall have to 
furnish a report of audit to claim deduction under sub - sections ( 7A ) and ( 7B ). 

The amendments also confer power upon the Central Board of Direct Taxes to pre 
scribe, by rules, in case of a convention centre , the area of the building , the size and number 
of convention halls and other facilities and amenities ; and , in case of a multiplex theatre , the 
area of the building , the size and the number of cinemahalls and commercial shops and other 
facilities and amenities . 

Clause 36 of the Bill seeks to substitute section 89 of the Income-tax Act relating to 
relief when salary , etc , is paid in arrears or in advance so as to include arrears of family 
pension , for the purpose of this relief. 

The amendment proposed by this clause conſers power upon the Central Board of 
Direct Taxes to prescribe , by rules, the form and manner of application to be made to the 
Assessing Officer, for grant of such relief. 

Clause 56 of the Bill seeks to amend section 139 of the Income tax Act relating to retum 
of income. 

Şub - clause (a ) seeks to insert a new sub - section (1A ) in section 139 so as to provide 
that any person , being an individual, who is in receipt of income chargeable under the head 
" Salaries” ,may , at his option , furnish a retum of his income for any previous year to his 
employer, in accordance with such scheme and subject to such conditions asmay be speci 
fied by the Board , and such employer shall fumish all returns of income received by him on 
or before the due date , in such form and manner as may be specified in that scheme, and in 
such case , the return furnished by any employee to his employer shall be deemed to be a 
return furnished under sub -section (1 ) of that section . 

It is proposed to confer power upon the Central Board of Direct Taxes to specify the 
scheme in this behalf . 

Sub -clause (b ) seeks to insert a new sub - section (4C ) in section 139 so as to provide 
that every scientific research association referred to in clause (21), news agency referred to 
in clause ( 22B ), association or institution referred to in clause (23A ), institution referred to in 
clause (23B ), fund or institution referred to in sub - clause (iv ) or trust or institution referred to 
in sub- clausc (v ) or any university or other educational institution referred to in sub -clause 
( vi) or any hospital or other medical institution referred to in sub - clause ( via ) of clause (23C ), 
trado union referred to in sub - clause (a ) or association referred to in sub -clause (b ) of clause 
( 24 ), of section 10 , shall , if the total income in respect of which such scientific research 
association , nows agency , association or institution , fund, trust, institution , university or 
other educational institution , hospital or other medical institution or trade union is assess 
able , without giving effect to the provisions of section 10 , exceeds the maximum amount 
which is not chargeable to income-tax , furnish a return of such income of the previous year 
in the prescribed form and verified in the prescribed manner and setting forth such other 
particulars as may be prescribed and all the provisions of this Act shall, so far as may be , 
apply as if it were a return required to be fumished under sub -section ( 1) of section 139 . 

The proposed new sub - section (4C ) empowers the Central Board of Direct Taxes to 
prescribe , by rules, the form andmanner of verification of, and the particulars to be set forth 
in , the return to be furnished by persons specified in that sub -section . 
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Clause 85 seeks to amend section 200 of the Income- tax Act relating to duty ofperson 
deducting tax . 

It is proposed to insert a new sub -section (2 ) in the said section so as to provide that 
any person being an employer , referred to in sub - section ( 1A ) of section 192 , shall pay the 
tax , within the prescribed timeto the credit of the Central Government or as the Central Board 
ofDirect Taxes directs. 

The proposed amendment confers power upon the Central Board of Direct Taxes to 
prescribe, by rules, the timewithin which such tax is to be paid . 

Clause 87 seeks to amend section 203 of the Income-tax Act relating to furnishing of 
certificate for tax deducted . 

It is proposed to insert a new sub - section (2 ) in the said section so as to provide that 
every person referred to in sub -section (1A ) of section 192 shall, within the prescribed 
period , furnish to the person in respect of whose income such payment of tax has been made , 
a certificate to the effect that tax has been paid to the Central Government, and specify the 
amount so paid , the rate at which the tax has been paid and such other particulars asmay be 
prescribed . 

The proposed amendment confers power upon the Central Board of Direct Taxes to 
prescribe, by rules, the period within which such tax is to be paid and the form of the 
certificate specifying the amount of tax deducted , the rate at which the tax is to be deducted 
and other particulars, 

Clause 88 seeks to insert a new section 206CA in the Income-tax Act relating to tax 
collection accountnumber . 

Under the existing provisions contained in section 206C , every person , being a seller 
shall, at the time of debiting of the amount payable by the buyer to the accountof the buyer 
or at the time of receipt of such amount from the said buyer in cash or by the issue of a 
cheque or draft or by any other mode , collect from the buyer a sum equal to the percentage 
specified in the Table under sub - section ( 1) of that section . 

The proposed new section seeks to provide that every person collecting tax at source 
in accordance with the provisions of section 206C shall apply to the Assessing Officer for 
the allotment of a tax - collection account number . It is further proposed that such tax - collec 
tion account number shall be quoted in all challans for payment of any sum under sub 
section ( 3 ), in all certificates furnished under sub - section (5 ), in all the returns delivered 
under sub- section (5A ) or sub -section (5B ) of section 206C and in all other documents 
pertaining to such transactions which may be specified by the Central Board ofDirect Taxes 
by rules to be made in this behalf . 

It is proposed to confer power upon the Central Board of Direct Taxes to prescribe , by 
rules , the form and the time within which such application shall be made to the Assessing 
Officer for the allotment of a tax collection accountnumber. 

Clause 115 of the Bill seeks to amend section 25 of the Custom Act, 1962. The amend 
ment proposed by this clause confers powers upon the Central Government to insert an 
explanation for the purpose of clarifying the scope or applicability ofany notification issued 
under sub -section (1 ) or order issued under sub -section (2 ), as the casemay be, by notifica 
tion in the OfficialGazette at any time within one year of issue such notification or order , as 
the case may be . 

Clause 123 ofthe Bill seeks to insert a new section 8C in the Custom Tariff Act, 1975 . 
This clause empowers the Central Government, by notification in the Official Gazette, to 
impose transitional product specific safeguard duty on imports from the People s Republic 
of China and make rules for the purpose of this new section 8C . 

Clause 128 ofthe Bill seeks to amend section 5A of the Central Excise Act, 1962. The 
amendment proposed by this clause confers powers upon the CentralGovernment to insert 
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an explanation for the purpose of clarifying the scope or applicability of any notification 
issued under sub - section ( 1) or order issued under sub -section (2 ), as the case may be , by 
notification in the Official Gazette at any time within one year of issue such notification or 
order, as the case may be. 

Clause 142 of the Bill seeks to amend sub -section (2 ) of section 94 of the Finance Act, 
1994 . This clause empowers the Central Government to make rules for the purpose of the 
credit of service tax paid on the services consumed for providing a taxable service in case 
where the services consumed and the service provided fall in the samecategory of taxable 
service and sub -clause (j) of the Bill seeks to substitute section 95 of the said Act which 
empowers the Central Government to issue order for removal of any difficulty which may 
arise in giving effect to any taxable service incorporated in Chapter V by the Finance Act, 
2002 and also further provides that every order so published shall be laid before each House 
of Parliament. 

The matters in respect of which notification may be issued or rules may be made in 
accordance with the aforesaid provisions of the Bill aro matters of procedure and detail and 
it is not practicable to provide for them in the Bill itself . 

The delegation of legislative power is, therefore, of a normal character.
